NEW YORK, Sept. 20 (AP).—

3 GIRL SCOUTS DROWN 
IN KASKASKIA RIVER 


Okawvillé (Ill.) Children Go 
waene. Disobeying Troop 
Leader. 


Three Okawville (Ill.) grade 
school girls drowned yesterday in 
the Kaskaskia River, two miles 
north of Okawville, while on a trip 


with their Girl Scout troop. 

They were Mildred Smith, 14 
years old, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Estel Smith; Shirley Schra- 
der, 13, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Edward Schrader, and Irma Kuhn, 
13, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Ben 
Kuhn. 

With eight other members of 
their Scout troop, the three girls 
had gone to a private clubhouse 
on the Kaskaskia River Friday 
night chaperoned by their Scout 
leader, Miss Helen Brune, a teach- 
er at the Okawville grade school. 

Yesterday morning the giris 
took a walk along the river bank. 
Shortly before noon, Miss Brune 
went back to the: clubhouse with 
five of the girls, warning the six 
who remained at. the tiver not. to 
go wading. 

But they did, and the next thing 
Miss Brune heard was the excited 
voice of Irma Kuhn's 10-year-old 
Sister, Barbara Ella, telling her 
that three of the girls had been 
pulled under water by the swift 
undercurrent. 

Barbara Ella, the youngest and 
smallest of those who had gone 
wading, said she came back first 
when she found the water getting 
deep and the mud bottom was slip- 
pery. Just as she was’making her 
way to the bank two other girls, 
Ruth Bridges, 12, and Ruth Jollen- 
beck, 12, slipped and were partly 
submerged but were able to get 
back to shallow water by holding 
hands. 

All this while the three older 
girls were farther out and when 
they slipped there was no one to 
help them. None of them could 
swim and they went down swiftly 
in the 15-foot .water. 

The bodies of the girls were re- 
covered a few hours later about 100 
feet downstream. 

Okawville is in Washington 
County; about 45 miles southeast 
of St. Louis.

BURDEN AT PEAK 


Measure Expected to Raise 
13 Billion — Additional 
Legislation in Prospect, 
Authorities Say. 


IN 1942 FORECAST 


Levies Go. Into: Effect 
Oct. 1 — Non-Defense 
Economiés Sought. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20 (AP).— 
With President Roosevelt's signa- 
ture, the $3,553,400,000 tax bill be- 
came law today and the Federal 
tax load mounted to record-break- 
ing proportions. 

The President signed the legis- 
lation at his Hyde Park (N. Y.) 
home, where he had taken it for 
a study of its provisions. Bovb 
Senate and House approved it 
earlier this week and sent it *o 
the White House. 

Existing taxes and new levies 
are expected to bring in betweea 
$13,000,000,000 and $15,000,000,000 
next year, but even this amount 
will fall far short of meeting Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau’s recommendation that Gov- 
ernment spending be financed two- 
thirds from taxes and one-third 
from borrowing. 

New Bill Foreseen. 

Congressional tax authorities, 
saying that additional revenue ‘ee- 
islation was in prospect, forecast 
that the present tax structure, plus 
the new act, would rise only about 
half of next. year’s expenditures 
which are expected to run around 
$32,000,000,000. 

The new law, which started its 
eotrse through Congress tive 
months ago, will bring an esti- 
mated 4,930,000 additional ven | 
unhdér the intomé tax struc +e by: 
lowering present income exemp- 
tions from. $2000 to $1500 for mar- 
ried persons and from $800 to $750 
for single persons. This provision 
is estimated to raise $303,000,000, 
of which $49,000,000 will be paid 
by new taxpayers. The remainder 
will come from individuals already 
paying income taxes. 

In addition to the income tax, 
citizens will feel the pinch of the 
new act in numerous other ways. 
Starting next February, for in- 
stance, an estimated 32,000,000 mo- 
torists will pay a $5 annual use tax 
on their vehicles, Starting Oct. 1, 
local telephone bills will be taxed 
6 per cent and many so-called 
“nuisance” taxes will. go into ef- 
fect.

MOSCOW, Sunday, ‘Sept. 21 
(AP).—A “savage life and death 
struggle” is still raging about Kiev, 
the Russians said today. 

The Germans have lost upwards 
of 150,000 men and are hurling a 
quarter of a million more of their 
best troops into the great battle, 
Russian dispatches declared. 

The Red army pledged itself to 
a last-ditch resistance to make the 
Germans pay as dearly as possible 
for this Ukranian capital—Russia’s 
third largest city—and for every 
inch they advance beyond. 

Russian advices from the Kiev 
front said that bitter no-quarter 


the northern suburbs of the city 
while today’s early morning com- 
munique of the Soviet information 
bureau, without giving details, said 
fighting continued along the whole 
western front and was “particular- 
ly fierce at Kiev.” 

All told, the Russians said the 
Germans had lost 10. divisions :in 
the assault on Kiev, with 15 more 
Nazi divisions pounding in endless 
waves at the Red army defenders. 

Today’s Russian communique re- 
ported the sinking of a. big Ger- 
man transport by. Soviet. warships 
in the Barents Sea. 

Summing up the results of the 
air war in the three-month-old con- 
flict, today’s communique said that 
the Germans had lost more than 
8500 planes, The Red air force, it 
added, continues to blast the Luft- 
waffe in the air and on airdromes 
behind the lines and attack panzer 
troops, infantry and artillery. 

The ferocity of the battle at Kiev 
was thus described in the Russian 
army’s official organ, the news- 
paper Red Star: 

‘The gunners at Kiev are. fight- 
ing the enemy until death. The 
Germans shall pay dearly for the 
city. The Red army is sparing no 
efforts to inflict the greatest pos-, 
sible losses upon the German 
hordes.” 

Before Odessa, Important Soviet 
Black Sea port encircled at the 
southern end of the front, 15 Ger- 
man planes were said to have been 
destroyed by pilots of the Soviet 
Black Sea fleet. 

In the north; the defenders of 
Leningrad conginued to hold . off 
German forces, according to Rus- 
sian report, with planes of the 
Baltic fleet shooting down 16 Ger- 
man aircraft. !'n addition exten- 
sive Russian guerrilla activity was 
reported in the Leningrad area.

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12 LIVES FOR ONE 
EXACTED IN PARIS 
BY GERMANS FOR 
DEATH OF SOLDIER 


Curfew Imposed on Me- 
tropolis—French Author- 
ities There Sentence 
Three Communists to 
—_ 


PARIS, Sept. 20 (AP).—Twelve 
Frenchmen were executed by 4a 
German firing squad today in re- 
prisal for the death of one Ger- 
man soldier. 

The Germans warned that the 
reprisals would be further stepped 
up in the event of more attacks 
egainst German troops. 

The 12 died in retaliation for an 
attack in which a German non- 
commissioned officer was killed 
early last Tuesday. It was the 
largest number of hostages yet 
shot and raised the total to 25. 

The ratio which previously had 


stood for reprisals was three host- 
ages executed for each German at- 
tacked. None of the other Ger- 
mans were killed, however. 

Nazi Commander’s Warning. 

The executions were announced 
by the German military command- 
er of occupied France, Gen. Hein- 
rich yon Stuelpnagel, who in curt 
tones warned that in case of fur- 
ther attacks against the Germans 
“many more hostages will be shot.” 

Today also saw Paris subjected 
to the stiffest penalties yet im- 
posed by the German administra- 
tion. Starting tonight restaurants, 
cafes and movies must be closed 
at 8 p. m. for a three-day “mourn- 
ing period,” and the populace must 
be off the streets from 9 p. m. to 
5 a. m. 

To this Gen. von Stuelpnagel 
added a somber note in a proclama- 
tion: “Observation of these orders 
will be controlled by German pa- 
trols.” 

The grand total of persons exe- 
cuted since a German ensign was 
shot in a Paris subway Aug. 21 
now is 35. In addition to 25 shot 
as hostages, seven were executed 
as Communists and three as spies. 

For the first time today the 
Germans announced the reasons 
for the selection of the hostages. 
Gen, von Stuelpnagel’s announce- 
ment declared that seven were 
picked and shot for being Com- 
munists, three for illegal posses- 
sion of arms and two for attacks 
against German soldiers. 


Two of the 12 were former Gov- 


ernment employes, apparently — in 
minor positions. One was Jewish. 
Some of the others came from the 
“Red belt” of Parisian suburbs 
where Communist propaganda is 
recognized to be widespread. 
French Court Acts. 

It was announced that the Paris 
branch of the new state tribunal 
had condemned three Communists 
to die. One of them was Adolphe 
Guyot, Communist leader of the 
Paris district. 

The state tribunal was created 
to show the Germans that the 
French could deal with the prob- 
lem of opposition themselves. In 
addition to the three death sen- 
tences two persons were sentenced 
to life imprisonment at hard la- 
bor, one in absentia, and a num- 
ber of others were sent to jail for 


shorter terms without hard labor. 


(A Free French radio broadcast 
from London stated that “for each 
Frenchman shot in reprisal by the 
German army of occupation, two 
German heads will roll on the day 
of final reckoning.”) 

Reaction in Vichy. 

The German execution of the 12 
hostages in Paris created a stir in 
Vichy. In the first comment on 
the executions authorized Vichy 
circles acknowledged they had 
caused “lively emotion” in the pro- 
visional capital. 

It was added that French public 
opinion was “sadly hit” by the re- 
prisal measures, even if it could 
not approve of acts of violence 
against occuping troops. 

The official French news agency 
commented that “it must be re- 
marked that a high number of 
hostages was shot,in reprisal for 
this murder.” 

In Vichy, the French Council of 
Ministers, with Marshal Henri 
Philippe Petain present, discussed 
“the situation created by the at- 
tacks on isolated members of the 
German army” and studied “pro- 
posals to end foreign propaganda 
which inspired these acts,” an an- 
nouncement said.

ANTI-NAZI INCIDENTS 
SPREAD IN EUROPE 


By the Associated Press, 

An apparently growing wave of 
hostile acts against German oc- 
cupying authorities throughout 
Europe was indicated Saturday in 
a flood of reports from abroad. 
Such activity, frequently bringing 
German repressive measures, was 
reported from Holland, Belgium, 
Yugo-Slavia and Czecho-Slovakia 
as well as from France. 

The Dutch news agency Aneta 
said that sabotage and anti-Nazi 
demonstrations are on the _in- 
crease throughout Holland. A 9 
p. m. curfew was reported imposed 
on the town of Hoensbroeck in re- 
prisal for thefts from ,the Ger- 
man armed forces; inhabitants of 
the town of Enschede were said 
to have been fined 50,000 Builders 


for sabotage and in Rotterdam a 
public prosecutor was reported to 
have announced during a_ trial 
that the authorities were unable 
to cope with the wave of “out- 
rageous offenses” against them. 
Heavy penalties were demanded. 

The Belgian Government-in-exile 
announced in London that fresh 
incidents of sabotage and demon- 
strations against the Germans was 
reported from Belgium. At Ypres 
a 9p. m. curfew was imposed in 
punishment for the smashing of 
windows of a German army build- 
ing. At Lille, France, near the 
Belgian border, three Belgians 
were sentenced to death by a 
court martial for starting fires. 
Another Belgian was reported sen- 
tenced to die for attacking a Ger- 
man soldier, and many acts of 
sabotage were reported, with 
many prison sentences imposed. 

The British radio reported that 
Yugoslav guerrilla soldiers were 
fighting against both German and 
Italian troops on an extensive 
scale. “In one district,” a broad- 
cast said, “the occupying forces 
lost 200 killed and wounded dur- 
ing a fight which lasted eight days. 
The Italians admit losing 1300 
soldiers in killed and wounded in 
Herzogovina and Montenegro dur- 
ing August. It is believed the true 
figure is even higher.” 

The British reported also that 
the German-controlled Czech news- 
paper Venkow had threatened the 
Czechs with the suppression of all 
their newspapers as a_ reprisal 
against a “go slow” campaign. 

In Paris, according to the Brit- 

ish radio, a platoon of German 
soldiers was attacked Friday. “Sev- 
eral of them were wounded and in 
the exchange of shots five French- 
men were killed,” a broadcast said, 
adding that so far no reprisals had 
been taken. Another British re- 
port said that a demonstration was 
staged in Paris Friday night 
against the pro-Nazi legions formed 
to fight in Russia.

Maj. Chaveng Sanki Songgram, 
Minister of Interior, expressed 
Government sympathy for the bill, 
which was presented by an Assem- 
blyman, but declined to indorse it. 
He said Thailand already had ade- 
| quate means of suppressing “fifth 

column” activities, at which the bill 
was aimed. 

He admitted the possibility of 
“fifth column” work among certain 
sections of the foreign population 
and warned citizens against dis- 
closing national secrets. 

Noting that agents of a certain 
country recently had been buying 
automobiles in Thailand at unusual 
prices, the Assembly approved a 
Government bill for control of 
transfers of title. 


ACTION THREATENED BY OPM

Shutting Off of Supplies of Cer- 
tain Metals Industries. Firms 
Is Considered. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20 (AP).— 
The first direct action to force 
compliance with Government prior- 
ity orders probably will be taken 
next week, officials of the Office 
of Production Management an- 
nounce. 

Shutting off entirely the supplies 
of at least two and possibly three 
large concerns in the metals in- 
dustries is under consideration, 
they said. There is a _ possibil- 
ity that the Supply Priorities and 
Allocations Board will be asked 
to pass on the matter. 


RUSSIA RESUMES RELATIONS 
WITH NORWAY GOVERNMENT 


MOSCOW, Sept. 19 (Delayed)— 
(AP).—Diplomatic relations  be- 
tween the refugee Norwegian Gov- 
ernment and Soviet Russia were 
restored today as Charge d’Af- 
faires Ivar Lunde arrived here to 
reopen the Norwegian Legation. 

It was expected that Rolf And- 
vord, newly-appointed Minister to 
Moscow, would arrive shortly from 
Buenos Aires, where he has been 
serving as Minister to Argentina. 

(The diplomatic representatives 
of Norway and other German-oc- 
cupied countries were asked by 
Russia to leave Moscow prior to 
the beginning of the German-Rus- 
sian war on the ground their Gov- 
ernments no longer could be recog- 
nized.) 
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At Mare Isiand Navy Yard re- 
porters .were conducted on tours 
of the 9100-ton cruiser Liverpool 
and the 7215-ton cruiser Orion.

Torpedo Hit Other Cruiser. 
Commander R. S. Dawson, chief 
engineer of the Liverpool, said an 
éngagement “in the neighborhood 
of Crete” brought damage to his 
ship from an aerial torpedo. 

“T was in the after part of the 
ship and I knew we had been hit 
by a torpedo from the way the 
ship shook. After we were hit, 
all the organization we had been 
working on so long to deal with 
this sort of thing went into opera- 
tion. I found myself doing all the 
things I had trained so long to do. 

“When we found out how much 
damage was done we worked out 
the best plan of action and within 
a short time had everything under 
control.” 

As to the pilot of the plane 
launching the torpedo, the com- 
mander said “he was observed to 
be flying rather shakily afterward. 
I think we hit him.”

COST OF LIVING UP 7.5 PCT. 


Increases’ as Shown by U. S, Bureau for Last} 


Two Years—Food Prices at Highest 
Point in 10 Years 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20 (AP).— 
Food prices and the cost of living 
are at the highest point in 10 years 
because of the armament effort, 
but an accompanying rise in week- 


lly earnings of factory workers, 


Government, economists say, has 
more than kept pace with climbing 
prices. 


Records of the Bureau of: Labor 
Statistics: show that the cost of 
living has gone up 7.5 per cent since 
the start of the war in Europe. 
But in the same period average 
weekly earnings in rr Par 
industries have increased 32 per 
cent, 

This is contrary to the experi- 
ence of the first two years after 
World War 1 broke out in Eu- 
rope. In 1914-16, living costs rose 
14 per cent. Figures are not avail- 
able on wage increases of that 
period, but economists say that 
earnings lagged behind increasing 
costs. 

Some Wages Unchanged. 

Current higher earnings and 
wage increases, of course, have not 
reached all workers and there are 
many persons with fixed incomes, 
receiving no more now than they 
did two years ago. 

But in the manufacturing indus- 
tries, especially in the durable 
goods establishments where so 
much of defense production is con- 
centrated, workers have. received 
a substantial margin of real wages 
above the rise in living costs, 
economists say. 

The rise in the cost of living is 
largely the story of the rise in 
retail food prices. 

The Labor Department’s study 
shows food prices have gone up 12 
per cent in the last year—10 per 
cent since last March. 

Reason for Advance, 

Government economists explain 
the increase in prices by pointing 
to some of the factors operating 
under the old economic law of sup- 
ply and demand. They mention 
increased consumer buying stim- 
ulated by the increases in earn-

Columbia U. Professor Warns La- 
bor on Wage Policy. 
CLEVELAND, Sept. 20 (AP).— 
Dr. Leo Wolman, Columbia Uni- 
versity Professor of Economics, 


warned today that the future wage 
policy of organized labor “may 
well determine whether the prices 
of things people buy will remain 
reasonably stable or rise so high 
as to precipitate a disastrous 
tumble of prices when defense 
production tapers off.” 

Dr. Wolman told the convention 
of the National Association of 
Foremen here that “a great up- 
ward movement of wages” had 
been under way since the first 
half of this year. He asserted 
that wage increases were fol- 
lowed by a rise in the cost of liv- 
ing, and added: “There are. indi- 
cations that it is currently rising 
at a rate of more than one-half 
of 1 per cent a month.” 


“Already,” he said, “more and 
more groups of employes are cit- 
ing the rise in living costs as a 
reason for further increases in 
wages. ‘When the movement be- 
comes general, inflation of prices 
will have: ceased to be a threat.”

There was Boone’s Judgment 
Tree, of course, an elm old and 
mighty when the hero of the Wil- 
derness Trail and the Dark and 
Bloody Ground held frontier court 
beneath it 140 years a There 
was the Big Oak, 128-foot monarch 
of its own State Park in the 
swamps below East Prairie, 64 
years old when the Pilgrims land- 
ed, 230 years when the Constitu- 
tion was signed, 


_ And then there were trees known 
only in their own locality, even 
there by precious few. Take that 
black locust in Forest Park, for 
example, landmark of Muegge’s 
Ride. Augustus Muegge ran the 
general store and postoffice of 
Cheltenham, where the Scullin 
Steel plant now stands. 


His two-story brick building, 
since remodeled for apartments at 
what now is Manchester and Dale, 
then was the fourth house out 
New Manchester road from Grand 
avenue. One Saturday evening of 
September, 1864, Gen. Jo Shelby’s 
raiding eavalrymen dashed in and 
took it over. 


While they were rifling the 
mails, Muegge slipped out to the 
stable, saddled and rode hell-for- 
leather across fields and pastures 
for the St. Louis Union militia 
camp at the head of Olive Street 
Plank road, near the present Del- 
mar and Taylor. Swinging into 
Fox Creek road, now Clayton road, 
his horse went lame. Muegge dis- 
mounted beneath a large black 
locust tree, removed a pebble which 
had lodged between horseshoe and 
hoof, and rode on to summon the 
militia. Jo Shelby’s boys were gone 
when they got to Cheltenham. The 
locust tree, now 125 years old or 
older, stands beside busy Clayton 
road just north of the park green- 
houses. 

The Lone Jack, landmark of In- 
dians, stood alone on a high ridge 
of the prairie country, where trees 
are rare, in what is now south- 
eastern Jackson County. It was

History of our times is the D. 
Ward King tree overhanging State 
Highway 13 at Maitland, Holt 
County. A silver maple, it is a 
memorial to the man who invent- 
ed the split-log road drag about 
1900 and thereby became known as 
the “father of good roads.” Dating 
back to Revolutionary days is the 
oak which shelters the grave, seven 
miles northwest of Liberty, where 
Richard Simms, friend of Wash- 
ington and soldier of Valley Forge, 
was buried 91 years ago. 


Tree Used in Civil War. 


A Civil War cahnon-bal] notched 
the top of the Belmont cotton- 
wood of Mississippi County, where 
Gen. Ulysses S. Grant fought his 
first real battle and nearly lost 
his life. Old-timers showed Miss 
Michel the marks about the trunks 
where, tradition is, Confederate 
soldiers fastened a chain of 20- 
pound links which they stretched 
across the Mississippi to Colum- 
— Ky., to block Federal gun- 


From Spanish times—and history 
of a sort near Misg Michel’s heart 
—is the American elm at Don 
Louis Lorimier’s tomb. in Cape 
Girardeau, for Don Louis, com- 
mandant of the trading post and 
founder in 1793 of the town, 
though he himself could barely 
write his name, became founder 
also of a free public school, Cape 
Girardeau High School stands now 
on land from his estate. 


Beyond history and into the 
Indians Miss 
Michel traced the story of the 
Hickory Council Tree at the “Old

It is certain that 
the Soviet Union’s resources of 
raw materials for purposes of war 
are practically inexhaustible. In 
the Volga and Ural districts there 
are still rich deposits of oil not 
yet exploited. 


Time Is Essential. 


The one essential needed is time 
to develop these great resources 
which already exist, and increase 
the vast industries already in op- 
eration. Time for this development 
can be gained only by sending 
adequate supplies of finished war 
weapons to our allies so that they 
can hold off the Germans. To do 
this we must make full use of our 
new short-cut communications 
through Iran. Winter is coming 
and there are signs that the Ger- 
man. High Command fully realizes 
the necessity of decisive success 
in Russia. The gamble may be 
well worth winning. Possession of 
the riches of the Don Valley and 
the oil deposits of Caucasus wotld 
enable the Germans to face with 
confidence ne campaigns of next 
year. 


In the attack which the Ger- 
mans have begun to the east of the 
lower Dneiper, we may expect to 
see Hitler’s high command throw 
in everything in the next few days, 
everything that can be spared from 
other fronts to thrust into a great 
drive against Budyonny’s army. In 
its war operations, Germany 
always has planned on large scale 
strategical lines. The secondary 
objective is the move on Moscow 
and a diversion of force which 
could be used to better effect else- 
where. 


As yet there is no sign Russian 
armies intend to carry retirement 
much farther. In the Smolensk 
sector, the centra] front, Russian 
counteroffensive is still making 
progress. Undoubtedly in the south 
the Germans gained some prelim- 
inary successes where the spear- 
head of the southernmost German 
advance threatens the Crimean 
peninsula. Here is the main dan- 
ger to the Russian Black Sea fleet 
based at Sebastopol. However, 
there are strong land defenses at 
Sebastopol. 


A German air offensive may be 
able to drive Russian warships and 
submarines from this important 
naval center. For this reason all 
the air support we can bring to 
our allies on the southern front is 
of decisive value in the future of 
the Black Sea campaign. Every- 
thing now depends on the rapidity 
with which each side can replace 
lost war materiel. The Russian- 
Persian line is our invasion front 
and we must invade with all the 


power we have.

War Minister Margesson Warns It Would 
Not Take Hitler Long to Transfer His 
Bombers to the West.

AVID MARGESSON, Britain’s 

War Minister, who once lived 

in Chicago, took the almost un- 
precedented and much-frowned-on 
step for a Cabinet Minister of writ- 
ing an article in a newspaper to 
warn England that “invasion is a 
stark reality.” The London Star 
yesterday carried a signed article 
by Margesson in which he warned 
that the German campaign in Rus- 
sia is by no Means a guarantee 
that the Germans cannot try in- 
vasion here. 


“Supposing Hitler should be fin- 
ally baffled in Russia, it would 
not take him long to bring back 
his bombers westward,” Margesson 
wrote. It is a great mistake, he 
said, to assume that Hitler has 
withdrawn a substantial number of 
troops from the West for the Rus- 
sian campaign. Like Napoleon, 
Hitler has more than one Grand 
Army and he has enough men to 
strike at Britain if this country 
were off guard; the chances of 
invasion at the shortest notice are 
exceedingly good, Margesson 
warned. 


Army Couldn’t Retreat. 


Comparing the German cam- 
paign in Russia with what a Ger- 
man campaign here would be like, 
Margesson pointed out that the 
size of Britain is such that the 
British army could not afford to 
yield an inch. 

The London WNews-Chronicle, 


which, like the Star, is owned by 
the Cadbury family, reprints today 
portions of Margesson’s article and 
attacks it. Laurence J. Cadbury 
has just returned from Moscow, 
where he headed the British eco- 
nomic . mission. 

The News-Chronicle ridicules

Meanwhile, the Japanese are 
making pronounced efforts to win 
the sympathies of the Indo-Chinese 
natives and turn them against the 
French, but with little apparent 
success to date. Japanese propa- 
ganda attempts to arouse color 
consciousness among the natives 
and persuade them that Japan’s 
chief desire is to liberate all Asia 
from white domination. 


Tough business, like the uncom- 
promising appearance of Japanese 
troops, does not help this propa- 
ganda, however, because the 
French in general have avoided 
resort to force in ruling Indo- 
China and rarely have made a fan- 
fare or display of military might. 
However much many natives may 
have resented the presence of the 
French, the contrast between the 
French and Japanese military be- 
havior is so striking it offers 
plenty of food for reflection. 


High Pay for Laborers. 


The new armed rulers of Indo- 
China are also seeking to win the 
favor of native Jaborers by the 
device of paying them lavishliy— 
with Indo-Chinese money—for re- 
markably little work. According 
to the word of persons best placed 
to know, the Japanese, who are 
hiring thousands of natives for 
work on the construction of mili- 
tary barracks and related projects, 
make a practice of paying con- 
siderably higher wages than the 
French have ever done and work- 
ing laborers shorter hours, 

This is intended to impress the 
natives with the beneficent fruits 
they may expect through the. final 
complete entrance of Indo-China 
into Japan’s co-prosperity sphere. 
The natives are not supposed to 
ponder over how Japan could pos- 
sibly continue such profligate wage 
scales after the Indo-Chinese treas- 
ury and financial resources, havé 
evaporated and the currency is 
hooked up to the yen bloc, 

These are simply the first straws 
in the wind, but they clearly show 
Tokyo’s intentions of pressing its 
campaign for the economic domi- 
nation of Indo-China as fast as 
Japan's tightening hold on the 
country will permit. 


U. S. Stake in. Exports. 


Indo-China is the third largest 
exporter of rubber in the world 
and in 1989 produced one-fourth 
of the world’s rice exports. The 
same year nearly half of its 68,000 
metric tons of exported rubber 
went to the United States. The 
American Government is trying to 
retain fulfillment of contracts for 
important amounts of Indo-Chi- 
nese rubber during the coming 
months. That depénds on both 
Vichy’s willingness to collaborate 
and Tokyo's tolerance, 


The outcome is still uncertain, 
What cannot be doubted, however, 
is the fact that in the long run 
the Japanese intend to monopolize 
virtually all of Indo-China’s enor- 
mous surpluses in rice and rubber 
and once they do that, Japan's war- 
waging strength will increase tre- 
mendouasly.

Lucas, Audit Committee 
Head, Challenges Ex- 
penditures on Unauthor- 
ized Inquiry. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20 (AP).— 
A dispute over how much a Sen- 
ate committee may spend on an 
unauthorized investigation threat- 
ened tonight to halt the inquiry in- 
to charges of war propaganda and 
monopoly in the motion picture in- 
dustry 

Senator Lucas (Dem.), ITlinois, 
who handles the Senate’s purse- 
strings as chairman of the Audit 
and Control Committee, said he 
would not approve any expendi- 
tures for the movie inquiry “until 
I am informed how long this is 
going to run and how much will be 
spent.” 

Furthermore, he said he might 
ask the Senate to limit to $150 or 
$250 the sum which may be spent 
on an investigation not approved 
by the Senate itself. 

Such a Senate decision might 
abruptly halt the movie investiga- 
tion since its costs for expenses 
of witnesses and keeping a rec- 
ord of its hearings presumably 
have already passed $250. 

Technical Position. 

Technically, the Interstate Com- 
merce subcommittee conducting 
the inquiry is merely considering 
a resolution, introduced by Sena- 
tors Bennett Champ Clark (Dem.), 
|Missouri, and Nye (Rep.), North 
Dakota, proposing an investigation. 

But its hearings, to be resumed 
next Tuesday, have developed into 
a full-fledged investigation. 

In the past, Senate committees 
frequently have conducted long 
and expensive hearings on legis- 
lative proposals, and the costs al- 
ways have been paid without ques- 
tion, 

In view of ‘these precedents, 
Chairman D. Worth Clark (Dem.), 
Idaho, of the Interstate Commerce 
subcommittee insisted that his 
group had ample authority to con- 
tinue its hearings and, in fact, was 
obligated to do so. 

Lucas’ Stand. 

But Lucas said that in his mind 
there was a vast’ difference be- 
tween lengthy hearings by a Sen- 
ate committee or subcommittee on 
a proposal for definite legislation 
and a “mere proposal that an in- 
vestigation be conducted into this 
or that.” 

Under Chairman Clark’s view, 
Lucas said, a subcommittee of two 
or three Senators could prolong 
hearings and “spend $5000 or $10,- 
000 or several times that much just 
on fees for reporting and wit- 
nesses.” 

Limiting such costs to $150 or 
1 $250, he said, would force any Sen- 
ate committee to win express Sen- 
ate approval before spending more 
on an inquiry or hearing.

The individual and corporation 
income taxes will be effective on 
this year’s income; higher estate 
levies are effective immediately, 
and increased gift taxes go into ef- 
fect Jan, 1. 

Of the total revenue provided in 
the measure, Congressional experts 
estimated that $1,144,600,000 would 
come ‘from individuals; $1,382,100,- 
000 from corporations; $179,900,- 
000 from capital stock, estate and 
gift taxes, and $846,800,000 from ex- 
cise and miscellaneous taxes, 

In the corporation tax structure, 
the measure provides new surtaxes 
of 6 per cent on net income up to 
$25,000 and 7 per cent on net in- 
come above that amount. It also 
increases present excess profits 
taxes 10 per cent in each bracket. 
Virtually all of the miscellaneous 
or “nuisance” taxes ‘will be col- 
lected from the manufacturers of 
the various articles. Exceptions

EAST FRONT IS FIRST LINE 
OF DEMOCRACY’S DEFENSE 


MOSCOW, Sept. 20 (AP). 


HE English language pub- 
T ication Moscow News in 

the first Russian press com- 
ment on the forthcoming Unit- 
ed States-British-Russian con- 
ference called it today “the 
turning point in the present gi- 
gantic struggle, opening new 
perspectives for those combat- 
ting Hitler.” 

The vital task now, the paper 
said, is “concentration of forces 
against the common enemy on 
the decisive front and frequent 
shattering blows on all other 
fronts.” 

“Hitler,” it said, “is compelled 
to concentrate at least nine- 
tenths of his resources in the 
East. He is now faced with a 
hard winter which will render 
his position still more precari- 
ous. The simple, obvious’ con- 
clusion is that Hitler must be 
smashed by a united effort in 
the East .. . the first line of 
defense of world civilization and 
democracy.”

3. Bandwagon. .Circus tunes by 
28 musicians. The float has no po- 
litical significance, 

4. Big Top. The tent from the 
outside. A family steps right up 
to buy tickets, being careful to 
count the change. An _ elephant 
and a clown peek out through slits 
in the canvas. 

5. Menagerie. A monkey, a hip- 
popotamus, two zebras, two gir- 
affes, an animal trainer, and sev- 
eral ladies of the ensemble. 

6. Side Show Freaks. A barker 
calls attention to the oddness of 
his show’s oddities, a fat lady, a 
midget, a human skeleton, and a 
bearded woman, 

7. elegantly cos- 
tumed, perform while circus girls 
stand bravely under their raised 
fore-feet. A trainer cracks his 
whip savagely. , 

8. Mile. Ceronl, Bareback Rider. 
Mademoiselle, on the back of a 
milk-white steed, is poised to jump 
through a hoop. A’ clown ogles 
lady assistants of the artiste. 

9. Famous Jugglers. With care- 
less ease, they toss up tables, 
hoops, lamps, and swords, among 
other things.

NASAL SPRAY OF VACCINE 
TO TREAT COLDS SUGGESTED

Cold vaccines, of debated effec- 
tiveness in years of ora] and hypo- 
dermic use, may offer more pro- 
tection when applied in nightly 
spray directly to the nasal tissues, 
first objective of “the invading or- 
ganisms,” Prot, Theodore E. Walsh 
of Washington University reported 
in its recently issued Medical 
Alumnj Quarterly.

If there is 
sufficient immunity against the 
secondary invaders, such virus 
colds are self-limiting and are 
usually over in 24 to 48 hours.”

Rome Reports Most of Sol-

ROME, Sept. 20 (AP).—Two Ital- 
ian motorships transporting troops 
to Libya were torpedoed and sunk 
»| off the coast of Tripoli but nearly 
all the soldiers and crew on board 
the vessels were saved, the high 
command reported today. 

The rescue was made by other 
ships in convoy with the trans- 
ports, the communique added. 
British planes bombed Tripoli, 
the principal point of entry into 
Africa for Axis forces, and Ben- 
gasi, the advance coastal base of 
the German-Italian troops. 

A British armored car raid on 
Italian positions in North Africa 
was repulsed, the high command’s 
report said.

Seysz-Inquart Bars Them From 
Virtually All Public Places 
in New Order. 

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 20 (AP).— 
Drastic limits on the movements 
of Jews in The WNetherlands were 
decreed today by Arthur Seysz-In- 
quart, Reich commissioner. 
* Jews were excluded from public 
parks and zoos, restaurants, sa- 
loons, coffee houses, hotels, pen- 
sions, sleeping cars and restaurant 
cars, theaters, cabarets, vaude- 
villes, cinemas, sports grounds and 
sporting events, concerts and ar- 
tistic performances, libraries and 
public reading rooms. 
Jews may change their _ resi- 
dences only with official permis- 
sion and beginning Oct. 1 they will 
be barred from public markets, 
auctions, produce exchanges and 
Slaughter houses. 
Upon special request, a few ex- 
ceptions may be made. In such 
cases there must be prominent 
signs advising the public of the 
locale’s Jewish status. 

Fines up to 1000 florins and im- 
prisonment up to six months were 
ordered for offenders.

CHINESE SCIENTISTS

CHUNGKING, Sept. 20 (AP).— 
Chinese scientists are ready to ob- 
serve tomorrow's solar eclipse, the 
first total eclipse since 1856 which 
could be observed in the populous 
regions of China. 

The total eclipse belt will 
stretch 2500 miles and touch eight 
provinces from Sinkiang to Chek- 
iang. The longest period of ob- 
servation in China will be _ in 
North Fukien Province where it 
will be 201 seconds. 

The principal observation post 
in the part of China not under 
Japanese control will be at Lintao, 
100 miles south of Lanchow, capi- 
tal of Kansu Province, where a 
group of China’s most noted 
astronomers are waiting with 
modern equipment. Some are pre- 
pared to make observations from 
a plane in case clouds blanket 
the ground observers. Descrip- 
tions of the eclipse will be broad- 
cast world wide.

Discussing Germany, Burnham 
finds “present day Nazism is... 
a primitive stage of the managerial 
development of society.” Never- 
theless the “managers” in Ger- 
many are far more skillful than 
those in Russia, in the author’s 
view. The book was written be- 
fore the Soviet-Nazi war began 
afid Burnham failed to foresee 
that these two “managerial” states 
might demolish each other. 


Prophesying the future with re- 
markable dogmatism, the author 
says that Germany will emerge 
triumphant from the war because 
its war industries have been co- 
ordinated around a central plan by 
skilled “managers” who have not 
had to think of “profit.” The Brit- 
ish doom became certain, he ar- 
gues, with the fall of France. The 
future, this dogmatic prophet Says, 
will see super-wars between world 
states. These new states will be 
three in number: Germany dom- 
inant over Europe with one huge 
area of industry; the United States 
dominant in the Western Hemi- 
sphere with another industrial 


with the third area of heavy in- 
dustry. 


Contemptuous of Congress. 


On the whole, Burnham is hope- 
ful for the United States, feeling 
that.Roosevelt has taken many of 
the necessary steps to consolidate 
the super-state of which this coun- 
try will be the center. 

The bungling of the armament 
program he ascribes to “capital- 
ists” who have intruded their in- 
sistence on profits into the arma- 
ment drive. He speaks contemp- 
tuously of Congress, which he says 
has been deprived of even the pow- 
er to make war. The New Dealers 
come in for high praise from the 
prophet of management, who char- 
acterizes Roosevelt as a “a bril- 
liant and demagogic popular poli- 
tician who did not in the least 
create, but merely rides when it 
fit his purpose, the New Deal.” 


“These men include some of the 
clearest-headed of all managers to 
be found in any country,” he says 
of the New Dealers. ‘They are 
confident and aggressive. Though 
many of them have some back- 
ground in Marxism, they have no 
faith in the masses of such a sort 
as to lead them to believe in the 
ideal of a free, classless society. At 
the same time, they are, sometimes 
openly, scornful of capitalists and 
capitalist ideas. ‘They are ready 
to work with anyone and are not 
so squeamish as to insist that their 
words should coincide with their 
actions and aims. They believe 
that they can run things, and they 
like to run things.” 

Americans Have Choice. 

In his attack on the book, Lili- 
enthal gives voice to one of two 
opposed philosophies that divide 
the New Deal. He speaks for 
those who believe that authority 
should be decentralized. The great 
power projects of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority are administered 
from Knoxville and Nashville, in 
the area, with a large degree of 
autonomy and a keen awareness of 
the needs of the region, In the 
TVA office in Washington are only 
a half dozen employes.

“I’ve been scurrying around Washington 
for two weeks trying to find the proper of- 
ficials who can tell me how-to adapt my 
business to the national defense program 
and so far as results are concerned I’m 
just where I started.

In Position to Make’ Self

Son of Railroad Engineer, 
Worked Way at College. 


Nelson has the habit of success, attained 
the hard way. The son of a locomotive en- 
gineer, he led his high school class at ‘Han- 
nibal, thereby winning a tuition scholarship 
at the University of Missouri. To pay his 
room rent he fired furnaces during his first 
three years. During his fourth year he was 
a student assistant with supervision of labo- 
ratory classes and during his fifth year he 
enjoyed comparatively opulence on a salary 
at the University Agricultural Station. He 
received his degree in chemical engineering 
in 1911, and was a member of the top rank- 
ing scholastic groups, Tau Beta Pi, honorary 
engineering fraternity, and Alpha Chi Sigma, 
honorary chemistry fraternity. He was not 
a campus politician and only one. legend 
remains about him at Columbia.

In general TVA, in his 
opinion, is one of the great accom- 
plishments of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration. He has pointed out that 
its directors live in the TVA area 
and take part in the life of the 
region they serve. He also empha- 
sizes that Southerners, at first 
suspicious of ‘TVA, now consider it 
a forerunner of a new and better’ 
South. “All the Southern Sen- 
ators and Southern House me&,- 
bers,” he contends, “are st 
for the TVA type of management.

Bone underscores another differ- 
ence between his bill and the Hill 
bill, under which the administrator 
could be removed at any time by 
the Secretary of the Interior.

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Where the Rivers Meet. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HILE I was at Washington Uni- 
versity this summer, I was deeply 
Pleased to note the interest the 
Post-Dispatch is taking in the matter of 
marking and preserving historic sites. 

It was a curious coincidence that you 
should editorialize on a suitable ap- 
proach and park at the confluence of the 
Missouri and the Mississippi just three 
days after I had alluded to that subject 
in my class in the history of the West 

This is indeed a task worthy of St. 
Louis and its citizens. The interest 
manifested in this magnificent spectacle 
has been registered by travelers—both 
foreign and native-born—since the day 
when Joliet and Marquette paddled swift- 
ly by the mouth of the Missouri in 1673. 
You can well imagine my joy when I 
recently saw the splendid pictures en- 
titled “Where the Rivers Meet” which 
you reproduced in your issue of Aug. 3. 

Since I have been planning a mono- 
graph on this very subject, I would like 
to pass on to you just a few comments 
out of many scores that I have amassed 
during my researches on Mississippi Riv- 
er steamboating. I am sure that the St. 
Louis area cannot long ignore its duty 
in making this scene readily available to 
all Americans. 

When Marquette glided by in July of 
1673, he observed that he had seen “noth- 
ing more dreadful” than the “accumula- 
tion of large and entire trees, branches 
and floating islands” which the mighty 
Missouri discharged into the Mississippi. 

Capt. Amos Stoddard described the 
junction of the “two great rivers of Lou- 
isiana” as an “interesting spectacle” in 
his “Sketches of Louisiana,” published 
in 1812. In his “Views of Louisiana,” 
which he published in 1817, Henry Marie 
Brackenridge expressed admiration at 
the confluence of these two streams 
above St. Louis. “I never can forget,” 
Brackenridge related, “the feelings with 
which I beheld it (the Missouri) for the 
first time; with what astonishment I 
gazed upon the awful velocity of its roll- 
ing current, with its turbid ash-colored 
waters; and it was not without some in- 
voluntary hesitation I ventured to trust 
myself on its mighty flood.”

W for a moment, the idea that he wishes 

to rule the world, the purpose of the 
Nazi leader may be reconstructed from 
purely German official premises. 

There is plenty of foundation for the 
statement that Hitler’s dream is a German 
Europe. He seeks to impose his will on 
the Old World from the Urals to the At- 
lantic, from the Arctic Sea to the Mediter- 
ranean, with “Africa a tail to his kite. He 
wishes to crush all resistance to German 
arms in all of the countries of the Con- 
tinent and he has declared that the reason 
for which he wishes to crush Britain is to 
keep Britain off the Continent. 

But Hitler doe8’ not seek merely to con-. 
quer the Old World militarily. Indeed, 
that is but a means to an end. What he 
really seeks is the whole of Europe organ- 
ized under Berlin, politically, economically, 
financially and socially in his New Order. 
Making that blunt, he wishes the whole 
of Europe to collaborate with Germany, 
which means working for Germany. 

The countries are to become less indus- 
trialized and more agriculturized, as it 
may be to Germany’s advantage. Peoples 
are to be moved from one piece of territory 
to another, as it may suit Germany. Ber- 
lin is to be the place where everybody, 
where all business and industry, must turn 
for cash. The Reichsmark is to be the 
money of the Old World. Europe is to be 
not only a political entity, under the dom- 
ination of Berlin, but an economic entity 
run by Germany and for Germany.

Such being the Hitler plan, it is plain that 
a military victory would be but the begin- 
ning. Finances cannot be run from a tank, 
and trade cannot be run with machine guns. 
Presuming that Hitler had won the war— 
which he hasn’t—it would require the will- 
ing co-operation of the conquered countries, 
of the rest of Europe, to permit his scheme 
to work. 

Politically and economically, the other 
peoples would have to work with the Ger- 
mans and do it willingly to give the Nazi 
plan any chance of sticcess: The presence 
or absence of that co-operation might very 
well measure the difference between suc- 
cess and failure. “Collaboration,” the Ger- 
mans call it. 

Where the German plans have gone 
astray and will go awry is that Hitler has 
taken no account of the hearts that beat 
in hate and resentment over the wreckage 
of their countries and’ their lives. It is 
said that he cannot understand, for ex- 
ample, why the ple of France do not 
like him—he has been so kind to them. He 
cannot comprehend why the French do 
not welcome the prospect of playing a 
role in his new order for Europe. Doubt- 
less he will never understand. f 

The Nazis are unable to understand why 
the people of Norway are showing resent- 
mént and hate at the occupation of their 
country. The firing squad and the scaf- 
fold will not change that, will not bring the 
Norwegians into any plan of willing eco- 
nomic and financial collaboration with Ger- 
many.

A million Poles have been carted away 
from their homes to toil in Germany for 
Hitler.

In what was Yugoslavia, in Denmark, in 
Greece—indeed, almost everywhere the de- 
tested heel of the German soldier rules— 
the resentment boils.

It isn’t 
that. It is an honest-to-God hate of the 
Germans which is at work.

If Hitler’s armies wipe up all resistance 
in the Old World he seeks to rule, how is 
he going to wipe out the hate for him, the 
existence of which will make impossible the 
realization of his dream? 

Are the people of France going to be 
glad ever to work for the Germans? Are 
the Dutch and the Danes, in peaceable 
servitude, going to toil for generations to 
make their masters stronger? Are the 
Greeks going to forget their heritage and 
buckle under? Are the Belgians going to 
belie their history and become a willingly 
serving province of the Reich? Are Rus- 
sians, now fighting ‘so well, going to be- 
come slaves in a collaboration with the 
Nazis? 

The answer is going to be No. As long 
as the hearts of the conquered peoples beat 
in the pride of remembrance of their one- 
time greatness, so long will Hitler never 
achieve a Europe united in servitude to 
Berlin, working for Germany's greatness.

Both the Bone bill and the Hill 
bill provide a $200,000,000 revolving 
fund with which to buy out the 
transmission systems of the pri- 
vate utilities. in the Pacific North- 
west. The companies are opposed 
to this provision of both measures. 
They claim that the $200,000,000 
might better be spent at this time 
for national’ defense. They also 
insist that public ownership should 
not be foisted on the region by 
the Federal Government. In an- 
swer, the sponsors of the Hill and 
Bone bills claim that the, power 
companies opposed the revolving 
fund long before the defense 
emergency ever arose. They also 
point out that in recent years the 
companies have spent more than 
$1,000,000 in the Northwest to de- 
feat public ownership plans at the 
polis. 

Congressional hearings on both 
measures are expected to oegin soon 
before the House Rivers and Har- 
bors Committee. If President Roose- 
velt issues another pronouncement 
in favor of the Ickes plan, observ- 
ers expect that scheme to prevail. 
However, many onlookers think 
the President now will keep out 
of the situation and leave the final 
verdict to Congress. He is said to 
have been influenced in this by 
the determined opposition of Nor- 
ris to the managerial provisions 
of the Hill bill. Norris, who has 
great weight at the White House, 
immediately went to the President 
with both protests after first in- 
dorsement of the Hill measure. He 
told Roosevelt that if TVA was a 
success, aS most persons conceded 
it to be, why should not a similar 
agency: be introduced in the Far 
West and other regions? This 
argument is said to have swayed 
the White House to benevolent 
neutrality in the dispute.

I 
am not greatly impressed with his 
analogies of exploitation by man- 
agers in Germany and Russia, or 
the historical parallels he draws 
from European history. The ways 
of the decadent Old World never 
have been a real measure of the 
future of life in the New World. 
The American people do have a 
choice. We are not inert objects 
on the wave of the future. If this 
book should make us more acutely 
aware of tendencies in the man- 
agerial groups in America that 
might lead toward the new tyran- 
ny that Mr. Burnham describes, 
then it will be a very useful book 
indeed, 


In Grave Danger. 

“That we are in grave danger 
of putting these fetters upon our 
arms no one can deny. But we 
dv have a choice, We can choose, 
if we will, between an exploiting 
managerial class and managers 
bound by the principles of public, 
service and democratic methods. 
Indeed, managerial technicians, 
clothed as they must be with the 
great power of their skill and of 
society’s reliance upon them, ought 
to assume leadership in protecting 
American democratic society from 
exploitation by the managers them- 
selves. 

“That leadership can be  ex- 
pressed, to take one example, by 
a constant search by public ad- 
ministrators for methods of avoid- 
ing overcentralization in adminis- 
tration. Every sophisticated man- 
ager knows that tyranny and ex- 
ploitation feed upon excessive cen- 
tralization of administration. He 
knows that overcentralized admin- 
istration dries’ up the well springs 
of initiative, of energy and of in- 
dependence in any organization and 
most of all in governmental insti- 
tutions. It is overcentralization 
that gives a ‘clique of headquarters 
courtiers’ an opportunity to man- 
euver and flatter their way to 
power which they are not qualified 
by their abilities to exercise. Ab- 
sentee government is the quickest 
way to raise the exploiting man- 
agerial class that Mr. Burnham's 
book predicts with such confidence. 
But these prophecies need not be 
fulfilled; we do have a choice, for 
the hazards of managerial exploita- ‘ 
tion can be diminished by skillful 
efforts in the direction of decen- 
tralized administration of central- 
ized authority.” — 

- Doubtful on Violence. 

So confident of his predictions, 
there is one point on which Burn- 
ham is doubtful. He is not sure 
whether it will take a revolution 
of violence, with b ty and ter- 
rorism such as have been wide- 
spread in Russia and Germany, to 
bring about the new “managerial 
society” in this country. There is 
a chance, he suggests, that it may 
come about in the United States 
gradually, with relatively little sup- 
pression or violence. 

But this is only a slight hope, 
since, says the author, so many 
groups would be involved. The 
“capitalists” would stand to lose 
all and therefore might be ex- 
pected to put up a fight. Labor, 
“the masses,” would surrender 
their right of contract, with free 
unions disappearing and therefore 
some trouble might be expected 
from this source for a time. Among 
ers,” too, there would be 
a battle for power and place. 

It is not a cheerful prospect, and 
the author insists at several points 
that he is not advocating these | 
changes nor is he concerned with 
any moral appraisal of this “in- 
evitable” trend.

FINDINGS AS TO. 
STRAYER SURVEY 


Committee of 83 Execu- 
tives and Teachets Em. 
bodies in Report Parts It 
Approves. | 


Findings of a committee of 83 
St. Louis public school executives 
and teachers, on recommendations 
as to curriculum and administra- 
tive practices made in the Strayer 
Survey of 1939, were made public 
yesterday. | 

The committee was headed by F. 
M. Underwood, lately Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools, now 
principal of Wyman School. It 
has devoted two years to consid- 
eration of findings in the survey, 
which was directed by Dr. George 
D. Strayer of Teachers’ College, 
Columbia University, and was com- 
pleted in April, 1939. 

Its 150-page report contains the 
survey recommendations which 


were approved by the committee. 


by a two-thirds vote or more, and 
the request is made that all super- 
visors, principals and teachers 
join in a sincere effort to place 
the recommendations in effect—a 
task which, as suggested by the 
survey, may take 10 years to carry 
out in. some of its details. 
Dissent On a Few Items. 

Most of the committee votes to 
approve recommendations of the 
survey were unanimous. But dis- 
sent is recorded on a few items, 
one of these being the Strayer 
recommendation that married 
women should be permitted to 
serve as teachers. After consider- 
able discussion, the committee’s 
report sttaes, this recommenda- 
tion was approved with five nega- 
tive votes. 

In another case, the committee 
approved only six of 11 items. This 
was in the Strayer recommendation 
as to teaching of modern lan- 
guages. Two items, on which the 
committee held that action should 
be postponed, were: Need for a 
modern language teachers’ organi- 
zation, and need for advice and 
friendly co-operation on the part 
of a supervisor of foreign lan- 
guages. Three other items were 
stated to have been cared for, or 
to be in the hands of a special 
committee. 

Another recommendation of the 
survey which encountered opposi- 
tion in the committee, but was 
approved. by a vote of 42 to 14, 
was that nursery schools should 
be put on a permanent basis, and 
should be housed in regular ele- 
mentary schools. This, it was held, 
could be done without construct- 
ing additional building. 


Some Criticism. 

Recommendations of the Strayer 
Survey which received less than 
a two-thirds vote of approval in 
the committee are omitted from 
the report. The committee voted, 
44 to 14, that it “approves in gen- 
eral the recommendations of the 
survey, but does not accept as 
valid some of, the criticisms of the 
St. Louis schools.” 

The survey, the committee holds, 
“errs in some of its statements as 
to typical or majority practice in 
the schools.”.One of these state- 
ments is that history teaching in 
upper grades “is concerned almost 
entirely with reading and learning 
facts in textbooks, stopping far 
short of larger objectives,” the na- 
ture of which were then stated. 
The committee holds that much 
has been done toward the higher 
objectives of history teaching, but 
recommends further effort in that 
direction, 

The survey stated that geogra- 
phy teaching was still concerned 
with “the olden physical and place 
geography rather than with the 
currently approved human geog- 
raphy.” The committee says the 
schools have made much progress 
in introducing the concepts of “hu- 
man geography,” and that im- 
provement in that direction should 
be continued. After all, it says, the 
important thing about the survey 
is its recommendations, not in its 
criticisms, 

Changes Approved. 

Survey recommendations ap- 
proved by the committee include 
enlargement of the science pro- 
gram; expansion of the adult pro- 
gram; improvement of recreational 
facilities, including gymnasiums 
and playgrounds; developing of an 
advisory council on education, and 
revision of the course of study to 
— the scope of safety educa- 

on. 

Reorganization of grades seven, 
eight, nine and 10 into a unified 
middle school unit is recommend- 
ed, the objective of the middle 
school being “to develop special 
interests and abilities and acquire 
understandings needed for effec- 
tive participation in social life.” 
The upper school, grades 11 
through 14, “should seek to meet 
the needs of al] youth,” the com- 
mittee says, and whether the stu- 
dents are college-bound or not, 
should provide “a unified program 
developed around social and in- 
dividual problems with adequate 
provision for. special interests.”

SETUP FOR STATE =: 


Extension of System Will 
Have Top Place on 
League’s Agenda at Co- 
lumbia Meeting. 


& 

Extending the merit system to 
the State will top the agenda of 
a Missouri League of Women 
Voters’ conference Tuesday and 
Wednesday at Columbia to map 
practical steps toward its civic ob- 
jectives for 1942. | 

The organization is urging a 
State Constitutional Convention—a 
question which may have a place 
on the ballot in November, 1942 
—for a merit system amendment 
and other needed revisions, all of 
which will be discussed at the 
Columbia meetings. 

Leaders of the victorious cam- 
paign for the civil service amend- 
ment to the St. Louis city charter 
will take part. More than 60 dele- 
gates of leagues in the St. Louis 
area will attend. Coincidently, the 
Missouri Federation for the Merit 
System has announced that it will 
concentrate its efforts on civil 
service in State jobs. ’ 

A. start in that direction has 
been made in Social Security per- 
sonnel and must be made in the 
State health services to receive Fed- 
eral aid, A State civil service law 
sponsored by the league and other 
civic organizations, however, was 
allowed to die in the last session 
of the Legislature, and members 
of the St. Louis league told.a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday 
that they favored a fairly detailed 
constitutional provision as a basis 
for legislative action. 

Second only to the safeguarding 
of democratic rights,-that heads a 
list of 11 different fields in which 
the Missouri League has concluded 
that constitutional revision is im- 
perative. Others are taxation; re- 
organization of State administra- 
tive offices (with the short ballot), 
of local governments and the Leg- 
islature, with the unicameral Leg- 
islature as a leading possibility; 
the school setup, including fi- 
nances; public welfare and health 
services; election machinery and 
the courts. 

Study kits on each topic, with 
mimeographed material and, ref- 
erence notes for finding more, 
have beén assembled for circula- 
tion among members and non- 
members. These methods have been 
effective in enlisting and inform- 
ing active workers for many of the 
league’s civic campaigns, notably 
in the victory of the civil service 
amendment last Tuesday. 


UNITED CHARITIES TO: SET UP 
14 REGIONAL OFFICES 


In Next Month’s Campaign These 
Will Replace Two Hitherte 
Serving City and County. 

A network of 14 regional offices 
at strategic points throughout St. 
Louis and St. Louis County, 11 of 
them in welfare agency offices, 
will be established to direct the 
activities of volunteer workers in 
the tenth annual United Charities 
campaign next month, it is an- 
nounced by Benjamin M. Loeb, 
general campaign chairman. 

In the past, the United Chari- 
ties organization has maintained 
only two centers, one for the city 
and the other for the county. Un- 
der the new plan, workers would 
have a more convenient office to 
which to report, Loeb said, and 
agency executives would be able 
to give the volunteers first-hand 
information on charity services.

is to eliminate Hitleriam. Thig can 
be accomplished, he says, by con- 
centrating American - productive 
power on the task. Business and 
government must work together 
efficiently and harmoniously, he 
explains, but business and the 
country must accept the necessary 
sacrifices; government, on the oth- 
er hand, must not destroy the very 
fundamentals we are protecting. 

Physically and mentally, Nelson 
is a big man. More than 6 feet 
tall, weighing more than 200 
pounds, he hag an air of self-con- 
fidence which breeds confidence in 
others. As executive head of the 
largest mail order house in the 
world, he was trained to think in 
terms of spending hundreds of 
millions of dollars a year; as act- 
ing director of the Treasury De- 
partment Procurement Division 
and later of the Purchase Division 
of the Office of Production Man- 
agement he thought in terms of 
hundreds of millions of dollars a 
day. As executive director of SPAB 
he is dealing with billions, yet he 
has the same unhurried, friendly 
but precise composure of his ear- 
lier yeaps, 

Welcomes Responsibility. 


Somewhere in his career he 
worked out a technique admirably 
adapted for the present national 
and international situation. He is 
not afraid of responsibility; in fact, 
he reaches for it and is willing to 
take the consequences. 

“I may make mistakes in this 
new job, but if I’m right 90 per 
cent of the time I'll be more than 
satisfied,” he says. “I would rath- 
er make some mistakes and get 
the big job done than make no 
little mistakes and jeopardize the 
whole works.” 

SPAB’s policy to make decisions 
will evoke small criticism - from 
business men, to whom uncertain- 
ty is often worse than adverse ac- 
tion. They will at least know 
where they stand and can start 
again from there. 

The President’s executive order 
creating SPAB was the third re- 
organization of the defense ma- 
chinery. The National Defense 
Advisory Council and the Office 
of Production Management had 
proved inadequate. Critics of the 
defense effort said the latest move 
was like the proverbial reorgani- 
zations of the French cabinets— 
positions were shuffled but the old 
faces remained, 


SPAB’s first actions, however, 
pleased Baruch, who had almost 
exploded over the inefficiencies, 
stupidities and bicktrings in NDAC 
and OPM. 


The President’s order had not 
appointed a one-man head of de- 
fense production and had not ex- 
plicitly delegated the necessary 
authority to the new group, as 
Baruch had preached in and out 
of the White House. Two of the 
old key men, Edward R. Stettin- 
ius Jr. and John D. Biggers, head 
of raw materials and productions 
divisions, _respectively, had been 
transferred to the ledse-lend ad- 
ministration. These men, how- 
ever well-intentioned, had guessed 
wrong on fundamental problems 
and had not produced the neces- 
sary results. The powers of Nel- 
son and Henderson were enlarged. 
Vice-President Wallace, a _ bold 
thinker and able administrator, 
was made the official head of the 
new group. 

Orders to Division Heads. 

Action began almost at once. 
With Baruch’s post mortem re- 
port on the World War as a 
guide, Nelson and Henderson, who 
know Baruch’s theories and prac- 
tices, started shaping SPAB into 
a War Industries Board as far 
as the present situation and the 
President’s order permitted. Au- 
thority was claimed for the group 
and apportioned among the vari- 
ous divisions with instructions that 
division heads must take respon- 
sibilities. 


Henderson was given complete 
control over civilian supplies, which 
meant no more bickering, often 
in the newspapers, over curtail- 
ment of automobile and other pro- 
duction.

Senenmenm nena Survey. 


The most important order issued 
to date by SPAB called for a gen- 
eral breakdown of all important 
defense demands and the means of 
supplying them. This general over- 
all picture of what must be done 
and what can be done has handi- 
capped the defense effort from the 
beginning, although a similar chart 
was an integral part of the War 
Industries Board’s program, 

On one hand the present break- 
down will show the needs of our 
own army, navy and Maritime 
Commission, necessary civilian re- 
quirements, the applications of 
Great Britain, Russia, China and 
the conquered countries and the 
goods that should be sent to South 
Amerita as part of hemispheric 
defense. On the other hand it will 
tabulate existing and prospective 
production facilities, actual and 
prospective amounts of raw mate- 
rials, labor supplies and all the 
other elements entering into pro- 
duction. 

With this survey. as a basis, 
SPAB officials can issue their or- 
ders for priorities, plan for in- 
creased production and start con- 
servation and simplification cam- 
paigns. 

As yet, no one official seems to 
know what demands will be made 
on this country and the actua] and 
potential meang of supplying them. 

For Expansion, Not Inflation. 

Nelson has been in the forefront 
of the “expansionists,” those offi- 
cials who have insisted that our 
present productive capacity and 
our present efforts are not enough 
and who have called for an end of 
“business as usual.” At the same 
time, he is a bitter foe of the “in- 
flationists,” who want higher prices 
either for goods or services. 

The present rate of defense 
spending is about one billion dol- 
lars a month. Nelson believes it 
should be three times this amount, 
or about 35 billion dollars a year, if 
Hitler is to be beaten. This would 
call for a diversion of 35 to 40 
per cent of the national economy 
to defense. 

For months Nelson has been 
preaching that the “frills and trim- 
mings” of our high standard of 
living will have to be cut away for 
the emergency period, 

“This emergency is going to 
bring changes,” he told an au- 
dience last May. “There is no 
avoiding them; you can’t concen- 
trate roughly 40 per cent of a 
country’s national income on the 
production of war materials with- 
out rearranging a great many 
things. What we have got to do 
is to confine those changes to 
changes we can live with. We 
cannot do this unless we realize 
that the very size of the effort 
which we must make is as real a 
challenge to our whole way of life 
as is the menace of Nazism itself. 

How Germans Did It. 

“When the Nazis launched their 
huge armament program, they 
made their job as simple as possible 
by. striking from their national life 
everything—literally every single 
thing, from freedom of religion 
down—which did not contribute di- 
rectly to a war effort. They turned 
their nation into a combination of 
workshop and drill field; they 
permitted only one voice to be 
heard and only one ideal to be 
seen. 

“We must produce in equal pro- 
portion without giving up the very 
things we are struggling to pre- 
serve. In other words, we must do 
better than the Nazis have done 
without discarding the things they 
discarded when they stripped for 
action. And we have got to do 
some sober, earnest thinking about 
what we intend to preserve and 
what things we can get along with- 
out for a while.” 

In his personal affairs Nelson 
hag given up the “frills and trim- 
mings” of a business man’s pleas- 
ant life to devote his energies to 
the defense efforts. Hundreds of 
similarly situated business men 
have done likewise to serve in the 
various governmental organiza- 
tions. At his home in Glencoe, 
Ill., just outside Chicago, he had 
fitted up a darkroom laboratory 
so he could indulge in his hobby of 
miniature photography. He could 
shoot his mediocre golf at the 
Bob-o-Link and Exmoor country 
clubs and join his business asso- 


| ciates in town at the Commercial, 


Chicago and Tavern clubs. 

Now he arises at 6:30 o'clock and 
usually works to 10 or 11 in the 
evenings. Even with his compla- 
cent temperament, life in Washing- 
ton is not beer and skittles, Contro- 
versies are certain to rise.

“Congressional votes on the ques- 
tion have cut across party lines, 
and there is no reason for the Re- 
publican party to make an issue of 
foreign policy next year,” he add- 
ed, “ 
“No Republican national conven- 
tion can be held to make any bind- 
ing declarations regarding policy 
before next year’s elections, and 
the party national committee clear- 
ly has no authority to make such 
declarations. 
“I see no reason why each Con- 
gressman and each Senator should 
not run on his own foreign policy 
record, There are plenty of do- 
mestic issues on which the Repub- 
lican party stands united, and it is 
unfortunate that Mr. Wendell Will- 
kie should attempt to read out of 
the party those who disagree with 
him on foreign policy.” 

Associates reported that Repre- 
sentative Martin (Rep.), Massa- 
chusetts, chairman of the Repub 
lican National Committee, also 
held the view that Republicans 
should run next year on their in- 
dividual records and on issue o 
paramount importance in their 
own districts. Martin, it was said, 
believes the primary duty of the 
party is to elect Republicans, re- 
gardless of their position on for- 
eign policy. 

La Follette Sees Political Fight. 

From a Wisconsin Progressive, 
Senator La Follette, came a state- 
ment that those opposed to Ameri- 
can entry into war should “mobik 
ize for the political battles which 
lie just ahead.”

La Follette, who had administra- 
tion backing in nis re-election cam 
paign last year, often has crit- 
icised President Roosevelt's foreign 
policies through supporting his jo- 
mestic programs.

Roosevelt said this week that 
party politics should not be inject- 
ed into the issue of foreign policy.

English Workers Discussing War 
In Pubs Praise Russians, Gibe at 
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Opinion. Differs on Possibility People May : 


“Turn Commie” — East End Ready for 
Winter Raids, to Shun Surface Shelters. 


By DREW MIDDLETON — 

LONDON, Sept. 20 (AP).—The 
cop said, “They'll be talkin’ about 
Roosia in the pub, seems as though 
that’s all they ever talk about 
these days.” 

It wasn’t much of a pub. Bomb 
blasts had knocked out the win- 
dows and cracked the mirror in 
back of the bar. The air wag 
heavy with cheap tobacco and the 
gmell of stale beer. Even so, you 
could catch the odor of decay 
which covers the East End on 
heavy, foggy nights, It comes from 
bodies buried under ruins. 

They were talking about Russia, 
just as the cop said. Two dock 
workers, an infantryman on leave, 
an A. R. P. warden off duty, a 
quiet kid in army uniform and a 
man who looked like a small shop- 
keeper. He was the kid's father. 

He and the infantryman were 
arguing. The soldier kept saying 
“The Reds have them stopped. 
They kept their eyes open, they 

did. Knew what was comin’, they 
did.” 

The shopkeeper said, “It’s just 
luck for us so far. When ‘Itler 
gets really going they'll hand the 
Bolshies a ‘iding, you wait and 
gee.” 

“Strategical Stuff.” 

His son interposed diffidently, 
“I don’t know, pa. The Russians 
are doing what everyone else 
wanted to do to the Jerries, let 
them come through and then hit 
them in the rear. The French 
wanted to do it, but they couldn’t 
pull it off.” 

One of the dock workers said 
heavily, “Don’t know about all this 
strategical stuff. But I ain’t going 
to believe no one about Russia no 
more. Thought they was great, I 
did, until I kept readin’ and hearin’ 
from the nobs in Whitehall that 
they weren’t no good; that they 
didn’t have no church and that 
they starved folks for the fun of 
it.” 

He paused as though he expect- 
ed. an argument, then continued: 

“'Eard as how they'd fall apart 
if anyone touched ’em. Well, they 
ain’t fallin’ dpart and there ain’t 
no signs they will. Looks as 
though they’ve shown some of 
these War Office toffs how to 
fight Jerry.” 

I asked the dock worker if there 
was a feeling of sympathy for the 
Russians. 

“I hope,” he replied. “Why 
shouldn't there be? They're peo- 
pie like us. They’re fighting bloody 
well. I ain’t never been a Com- 
mie but damned if I don’t think 
we all oughta be after seeing 
what they can do.” 

Few Reds in Borough. 

He told me there were only a 
few Communists in his borough 
of Stepney. “There’s a lot who 
thinks things are all wrong but 
not.many really in the party. Prob- 
ably be a hell of a lot of them 
if this keeps up”—he gestured 
around the ruined bar—“and the 
Russians keep fightin’.” 

Now these people are important. 
They have endured and survived 
the greatest air attack in history, 
for which they were singularly 
unprepared by their government. 
They are getting ready to endure 
another. 

The coming winter holds no ter- 
ror for them. They can, they say, 
“stick it and come out.” They 
place their faith in underground 
shelters such as subways and cel- 
lars. When I mentioned the new 
surface shelters’ the Government 
is building, I was greeted with 
laughter. 


the daytime,” said the young sol- 
dier, “but they ain’t no good in a 
raid. You don’t feel safe, so you 
don’t sleep.” 

Improved ‘ 
I went around to see a dwarf 
I know in that section. His name 
is Mickey Davis. He is about 
three feet in height and about 10 
feet in courage. When his opti- 
cian’s business was blown out 
from under him last September, 
he went to an underground shel- 
ter. He found misery and chaos. 
He has remade it with Govern- 
ment help. This night it was 
clean, well ventilated. 
I asked him what he thought 
about the coming winter. 
‘It don’t matter how much they 
bomb us, it won’t be so bad as last 
year,” he said. “We know how to 
live down here now and people 
are used to it. If we are lucky 
about disease it will be all right.” 
He said “his people” weren't 
going into the new surface shel- 
ters. “They ain’t crazy. Those 
things may be safe against a di- 
rect hit, but who wants to stay 
above ground when it’s noisy? 
You can’t sleep and sleep’s what 
you miss most.” 
In politics the East End curious- 
ly is more strongly conservative 
than a year ago. This is mainly 
because “Winnie” is a conservative 
and these people have faith in 
Winston Churchill despite all 
they’ve gone through. 

Mentions Budyonny. 

“They may turn Commie in an- 
other year or so,” Mickey said, 
“but they ain’t thinking that way 
now. Course they think lots of 
Russia. When they hear the Ad- 
miral of the Baltic fleet started 
life as a tailor and this fella with 
the big mustaches, Budyonny, was 
a sergeant and now is a marshal, it 
gets ‘em to think. They figure 
the tailor and the sergeant are 
doin’ pretty well compared with 
some of our admirals and marshals 
who thinks tailors are dirt and 
sergeants just a funny fella for 
cartoons in Punch.” 

Mickey and I walked down to 
the subway station. We passed 
block after block of ruined homes, 
crossed streets stil pocked with 
bomb craters, saw vast and state- 
ly St. Paul’s rising above the 
ruins of the city. 

It was nearly dawn and the piles 
of debris, the shattered buildings 
were strange and eerie in the half 
light. 

From the cloudy skies came the 
drone of a bomber returning from 
a target in Germany. Mickey lift- 
ed his head, his eyes bright. 

“Terrible, ain’t it? he said, 
“Those fellas been doin’ to them 
ee they did to us. But it’s good, 
00. 

“Bombs is what'll stop the jer- 
ries. They can’t take this stuff 
like us. We'll keep bombing and 
then some day, please God, it’ll be 
over.”

JAPANESE SUCCESSES 
ADMITTED BY CHINESE 


Some Advances Made in Se- 
vere Battle in North Hunan 
Province. 


CHUNGKING, Sept. 30 (AP), 
Chinese field dispatches today 
acknowledged Japanese successes 
in a severe battle in North Hunan | 
Province, where more than 30,000 
Japanese troops based on Yochow 
are driving southward in a pow- 
erful offensive. 

The dispatches said part of the 
Japanese force landed Thursday 
at the southeastern tip of Tung- 
ting Lake, 60 miles north of the 
provincia] capital, Changsha. 

Three shallow-draft Japanese 
warships shelled the Chinese posi- 
tions and planes bombed them 
while the invaders landed from 
barges, 

Meanwhile the bulk of the Jap- 
anese force crossed the Hsinghing 
River west of the Canton-Hankow 
railway and were reported making 
some progress against tenacious 
Chinese resistance. 

It is not yet clear here whether 
the Japanese drive is aimed only 
at seizing the rice harvest in one 
of China’s richest producing areas 
or is a more ‘ambitious campaign 
for capture of Changsha. That 
capital was the objective. of’ an 
abortive drive in 1939, the Jap- 
anese suffering one of their most 
crushing defeats’of the entire war.

of the discontent which exists in 
the army camps-and spreads its 
infection beyond the camps.

T is very important that we 
I should remember and. should 
realize clearly. why, in July-Sep- 
tember, 1940, the President and 
Congress took the unprecedented 
step of adopting conscription to 
raise a mass army. 

The step was taken because, for 
the. first time in our whole history, 
there was the gravest danger that 
the navy would find itself out- 
matched and unable, therefore, to 
guarantee that there would be 
time to raise, train, and equip an 
army. Fearing the fall of Britain, 
which was anticipated not merely 
by the Lindberghs but by the most 
reliable men, our first line of de- 
fense—which is, of course, the 
navy—was not strong enough to 
guarantee the protection of Ameri- 
can vital interests and the security 
of the Western Hemisphere. There- 
fore, it became necessary as a mat- 
ter of elementary prudence to raise 
a large army hurriedly as a second 
line of defense. 

The program for a rapid expan- 
sion of the army was,adopted in 
face of an extreme emergency—in 
case we became completely 
isolated in the world and encir- 
cled by the allied conquerors of 
Europe and Asia. Like all meas- 
ures which have to be taken in 
the stress of emergency, our mili- 
tary program had grave defects. 
It is not possible to expand an 
army so greatly and so quickly 
and to do it well, There were not 
enough experienced officers. The 
proportion of raw recruits to sea- 
soned troops was very much 


morale in the army, and it fed 
the isolationist agitators who 
‘said that the boys were being pre- 
pared not, as originally promised, 
for the defense of the Americas 
but as a great expeditionary force 
to fight in Europe. | 
- . * 
HIS complex of circumstances 
centering around the great ex- 
pansion of the army is now, I be- 
lieve, the cancer which obstructs 
national unity, causes discontent 
which subversive elements exploit, 
and weakens the primary meas- 
ures of our defense, which are the 
lease-lend program and the naval 
policy. I think that a surgical op- 
eration is at least indicated—an 
operation to shrink the army 
which will, at the same time, in- 
crease its efficiency. 

The operation is indicated be- 
cause, under lend-lease and the 
unfreezing of the navy and 
through a foreign policy which 
has strengthened our position in 
Asia and in the Americas, the 
conditions which called for a sud- 
den great expansion of the army 
no longer prevail. We have deci- 
sively strengthened our naval po- 
sition, not merely by new ships 
and the new bases but by our col- 
laboration with the British Navy. 
We do not now need in any fore- 
seeable future so large an army as 
we thought we-might need if in 
fact we had become isolated and 
encircled. We still need, of 
course, a strong, small army for 
emergencies in this hemisphere 
and for our strategic outposts. But 
we do not now need a great mass 
army on the European scale, and 
we can make far better use of our 
weapons—over and above those re- 
quired for a smallish crack army 
—by shipping them abroad to train 
a much larger army than we have 
any prospect of having to use.

S a matter of fundamental 

strategy in the conflict, our 
role is on the sea and in the air 
and in the factory—not on the 
battlefields of Europe. or Asia. 
Our army program, now that we 
have lend-lease and the navy in 
action, should be made to con- 
form to this basic American 
strategy. All popular doubts, all 
political confusion, all ambiguity, 
should be removed by a‘clear de- 
cision to shrink the army and 
concentrate our major effort upon 
the navy and the air force, and 
lend-lease. 

It can be argued, I submit, that 
the world situation justifies this 
and that our fundamental policy 
requires it and that the American 
nation instinctively desires it, 
and, that proposed by the Presi- 
dent on the recommendation of 
his military advisers, it would be 
greeted with profound relief and 
great enthusiasm,

NTIL the 8S. S. Altho, an Amer- 
Us: freighter 35 days out of 
tye West African port of Ma- 
i, docked in New York two 
oka ago, there were 11 gorillas 
in the United States. The Altho 


had eight of the chest-beating 


apes in its hold; considerably 
swelling the country’s gorilla popu- 
lation, which remains, however, 
one of the most exclusive and fas- 
cinating clans in the land. 

Of the new arrivals, the St, Louis 
Zoo bought four, giving it the 
temporary distinction of having 
more gorillas than any other zoo 
in the country. Two went to the 
Bronx Zoo in New York and the 
remaining two were snapped up 
just the other day by San Diego, 
which already had two of the apes 
and didn’t want St. Louis to out- 
strip it in the gorilla champion- 
ship. 

The 11 which were already here 
are spread out as follows: Bamboo 
and Massa at the Philadelphia Zoo, 
Mbongo and Ngagi at the San 
Diego Zoo, Susie at the Cincinnati 
Zoo, Gargantua and Mtoto in the 
Ringling Bros, Circus,. Bushman 
at the Lincoln Park Zoo in Chi- 
cago, and Miss ‘Congo, Sultan and 
Suzette at Chicago’s Brookfield 
Zoo. 

All except the last three, which 
are still comparatively young, have 
developed characteristics and traits 
which have made them famous to 
animal lovers, 

Gargantua, enjoying the ad- 
vantage of a corps of press agents 
and trips around the country with 
the circus, is the best known. Be- 
cause of two painful experiences 
at the hands of human beings, he 
is probably also the most ferocious, 
Mbongo is the heaviest, weighing 
in at 618 pounds. 

The honor of having survived 
longest in captivity belongs to 
Bamboo, a resident in Philadelphia 
since August, 1927. In his 14 years 
behind the bars, Bamboo has 
taken a great delight in throwing 
things and has developed an un- 
derhand pitch of considerable 
speed and accuracy. Baseball fans 
in Philadelphia say the Phillies 
could use him to good advantage.

Ringling 
Bros.’ press agent, almost every 
school child now knows that Gar- 
gantua was doused with acid by an 
‘angry sailor on the trip coming ov- 
er to America in 1932. His second. 
disagreeable experience occurred 
four years later when a disgruntled 
Negro houseboy fed him a concoc- 
tion made up of syrup and lysol. At 
that time Gargantua, known by the 
more prosaic name of Buddy, was 
owned by Mrs. Gertrude Lintz, a 
wealthy animal fancier of Brook- 
lyn.

‘The call to arms is having a 
disastrous effect on the call to legs 
and other parts of the anatomy, ac- 
cording to reports that come from 
saddened burlesque producers in 
New York and points East. Bur- 
lesque is enjoying a boom this 
year but so are a lot of indus- 


tries, with the result that many of | 


the girls-mostly-girls shows have 
beén stripped to the bare walls, 
and beyond, of their choral talent 
by defense work and other jobs. 
Left without a leg to stand on, as 
it were. Salaries have been upped, 
inexperienced girls are being tak- 
en, and still there is an actual 
dearth of dancing dollies to back 


up the more prominent queens of 


quiver. , 

Happily this state of affairs has 
not yet reached St. Louis, we 
found, as we investigated all an- 
gles of the case at the Grand 
Theater, 516 Market street. The 
Grand chorus girls, two dozen of 
them, are still there—in the flesh. 

“And we've evén sent a half 
dozen or dozen to producers in the 
East,” manager Zeisler of — the 
Grand said proudly. “But then 
we've been very fortunate. Many 
of the New York theaters couldn’t 
even open because they didn’t have 
enough girls. 

“This is hard work and don’t 
think it isn’t,” he stressed solemn- 
ly. “It’s a work you must enjoy 
to make it easy. The girls come 
here at 12:30, go to work at one 
and work until five. On Mondays, 
Tuesdays and Wednesdays they re- 
hearse until 7:30, have maybe a 
half hour to eat, then come back 
and work until 10:30. On Thurs- 
day nights they rehearse until 
3 or 4 o’clock in the morning, But 
it’s very fascinating work,” he 
added hastily. 

“To get our girls we ran an ad 
in the paper and 50 answered,” 
he continued, “but they weéren’t 
all up to standard. We put them 
through a week’s work and found 
some of them didn’t know their 
right foot from their left. You 
take some girls, well, they just 
can’t dance and you have to weed 
them out. They have to have a 
little rhythm or there are certain 
things they just can’t do.” 


Loyalty to the Grand’s produc- 


er, Paul Morokoff, a silver-haired, 

mustached gent with the lithe fig- 

ure and brisk manner of ensemble 

directors, is responsible in part 

for business as usual at the theatre, 
, Zeisler ventured. 

“Some of the girls have worked 
five or six years for me,” Moro- 
koff said. “I trained them as 
amateurs and whenever I need 
girls I send out a call and they’re 
glad to help me out. Come on 
down and talk to some of them,” 
he invited, leading the way down 
the iron circular stairs, past a 
slightly soiled owashstand and 
wavy-image mirror and into the 
dressing room, a small concrete- 
floored room that always resem- 
bles our idea of what an air raid 
shelter should look like. There, a 
pretty picture, perhaps a trifle 
overexposed, met our eyes. 

“Out of our 24 girls we have 16 
for the dance line,” Morokoff ex- 
plained briefly, as we leaned 
against a trunk that was strewn 
with colored feather fans. “They’re 
required to do tap and ordinary 
toe dancing and must have ballet 
training, which is unusual in this 
type of house, and they also have 
to be limber and do a few acro- 
batics. Then we use eight tall 
show girls who have to be able 
to parade and model. Teaching 
them how to walk is our biggest 


problem.”

HE 16 members of the danc- 
T ire chorus wearing surpris- 

ingly modest costumes con- 
sising of silver tops with blue 
ruffled skirts. It took- qnpite 
a few quick glances at the 
taller show girls to make out 
the complicated construction of 
their ensembles, which consisted of 
very long, full, ruffled sleeves in a 
lavender, green, yellow and pink 
gauzy material, an additional ruf- 
fle around the region approximate- 
ly this season’s new low waistline, 
and a net brassiere. There also is 
a tendency toward extra-long hair- 
dos this season, which gives con- 
siderably more coverage above 
the shoulders: than below. 

We talked to three satisfied 
lassies, Virginia Kemp, a platinum 
blond who’s been in the Grand 
chorus for five years, and in show 
business 14 years—‘“she _ started 
when she was 10 years old,” Zeisler 
explained tactfully; Anita Besweth- 
erick, who’s been there three years, 
and Pinky Enloe, also there three 
years. None of the three ever had 
other types of jobs, except Pinky, 
who used to travel with & road 
show, and they weren’t interested 
in any others. 

“Many of the girls have husbands 
or sweethearts who've been draft- 
ed,” Morokoff said, “and that’s why 
they want to get into defense work. 
There seems to be two viewpoints, 
those who want to keep the home 
fires burning and those who want 
to gét into war work themselves. 

“Girls in burlesque prefer these 
jobs to vaudeville units because 
units travel only 10 or 12 weeks 
while we stay open 35 or 40 weeks 
out of the year. At the end of that 
time, if a girl trains with us she'll 
be equipped for any kind of spe- 
cialized line. It’s just like going 
to a dancing school.”

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HERE are three things that 
will make practically any wom- 
an fighting mad—tell her she 
hasn’t a sense of humor, cast 
aspersions on her ability to drive 
an automobile, or question her 
taste in selecting her clothes or 
furnishing her home. I am not 
concerned with the first two but 
the last is a question of vital in- 
terest to me. And, frankly, it is 
beginning to have me baffled. 
Just what is taste and is there 
really such an animal? Fashion, 
or the mode of the moment, has 
come to have such an influence 
on what we consider good taste 


‘that you begin to wonder which is 


which. What, for instance, makes 

one generation create Victorian 

furniture, the next toss it all out 
as too horrible for words, and 
then the succeeding one haunt 
the antique shops to acquire prized 
examples of it? Is it taste or is 
it fashion or are the two but op- 
posite sides of the same coin? 

Now, it is not my object, in 
bringing up this question, to 
further confuse the minds of wom- 
en on what is good taste in deco- 
rating. I recognizé that there are 
constantly changing fashions which 
influence our ideas and concep- 
tions of beauty, and yet I believe 
that there are certain basic and 
underlying prineiples of taste in 
the decorating of a home that re- 
main fixed through all § these 
fluctuations of fashion. 

x *« * : 

' ‘What, then, are these funda- 
mental rules of taste in the dec- 
orating of a room? They are, 
I believe, three in number and, 
while permitting wide latitude 
of interpretation, they provide 
a firm basis upon which the 
average woman may lean heav- 
ily in solving her own decorat- 
ing problems. These three basic 
problems that must be dealt 
with are balance, scale and ma- 
terials.

BALANCE IS SIMPLE to define 
and frequently difficult to achieve. 
We have all had the experience 
of going into rooms that were fur- 
nished with beautiful things and 
yet the rooms made us feel un- 
comfortable and restless. Undoubt- 
edly, this feeling has been created 
because a sense of balance be- 
tween the various objects in the 
room has not been achieved. There 
are two types of baiance to be ar- 
rived at in any grouping: symmet- 
rical, in which each object is bal- 
anced by a corresponding object 
and asymmetrical, in which an ob- 
ject is balanced by a dissimilar ob- 
ject which is equal in mass or ef- 
fect. Usually, a room is a com- 
bination of these two types of bal- 
ance. If you had perfect sym- 
metrical balance by matching up 
each object with a corresponding 
one, your room would be exceed- 
ingly stiff and uninteresting and 
yet one such matched grouping 
gives a feeling of restfulness. 

* * 

BUT THE QUESTION of achiev- 
ing balance involves more than the 
matching of similar objects or the 
matching of one mass against the 
other. In creating a feeling of bal- 
ance, beware of too many  bril- 
liant spots of color that vie with 
each other for attention; beware 
of using one object such as a pic- 
ture or an accessory that is so 
striking that it immediately at- 
tracts the eye; and bewszre of 
combining pleces that are totally 
dissimilar in spirit and in feeling 
even though they balance perfect- 
ly in mass or weight of effect. 

* ¥* 

The question of scale is close- 
ly akin to that of balance. It 
involves the selection of pieces 
that are in proper proportion in 
size and feeling to the rooms in 
which they are to be placed. 
Most of us have enough sense of 
proportion not to select an enor- 
mous couch or desk to go into 
a small room, or a delicate little 
side chair to sit beside an enor- 
mous, ceiling high, mantel- 
piece. Most of us know, too, 
that there must be harmony of 
scale between the various ob- 
jects of a room and that we 
would not be likely to combine a 
heavy Italian Renaissance desk 
with a delicate Sheraton chair. 
But the subtier phases of scale 
frequently elude us, such as the 
use of an elaborate window 
treatment in a room with very 
simple furnishings. 

Yt = 

NOT TO BE DIVORCED from 
the subject of scale is the sense 
of harmony necessary in the selec- 
tion of the various materials to 
be used in a room. In its simpler 
aspects, this involves the selection 
of fabrics, woods, accessories, and 
even wall surfaces that have a 
corresponding degree of heaviness 
or lightness, smoothness or rough- 
ness, or fragility or sturdiness, A 
fairly helpful rule is to analyze 
the degree of formality or infor- 
mality you desire to achieve and 
select your materials accordingly. 
A formal room would be apt to 
call for smooth light fabrics, close 
grained woods, and accessories of 
fine china, crystal, and _ silver, 
while an informal room would be 
achieved with the use of rough 
textured, nubby cotton and wool 
fabrics, eoarse-grained, sturdy 
woods, and accessories of pottery, 

pewter and tin. 

We can only achieve perfect 
knowledge of these factors in dec- 
oration by the trial and error 
method. And do remember that 
all these rules are actually found- 
ed on just good, hard, sound com- 
mon sense,

Recently I met a woman from 
Lafayette, Ind., whose name is Mrs. 
William Fox. I had been informed 
that Mrs, Fox has a reputation of 
being one of the finest cooks in 
that section of the country, and it 
was with much anticipation that I 
looked forward to comparing a few 
culinary notes with her. In our 
conversation I soon found out that 
she knew plenty about the art, but 
the recipe which intrigued me 
most was her recipe for Schaum 
Torte, which I shall now describe 
to you blow by blow. 


SCHAUM TORTE. 


Twelve-egg whites, pinch of salt, 
one tablespoon cider vinegar, one 
heaping cup granulated sugar, 

Beat egg whites with wire egg 
whip until they become frothy, 
then add vinegar, and continue 
beating until peaks stand up when 
whip is lifted, then add sugar, a 
spoonful at a time, and continue 
beating until all sugar is used. 
From starting time until you finish, 
beat one hour. It will resemble a 
marshmallow cream. Bake in a 
tube cake pan one hour (200 de- 
gress F.). Do not grease or rinse 
the pan, As soon as taken out of 
oven turn on plate. When cool cut 
in slices and serve with sweetened 
fruit and whipped cream.

Not so with ra- 
violi, The pasta has to be prepared 
in the home, but this is not difficult 
—no more so than making a batch 
of noodles, The following recipe 
will take care of numerous requests 
that have come in lately. 


RAVIOLI PASTA. 


One and one-half cups flour, few 
grains salt, one egg and two egg 
yolks, warm water. 

Sift flour onto board. Drop egg 
into center and moisten with warm 
water to make a stiff noodle 
dough. Knead until smooth} cover 
and let stand about 10 minutes. 
Roll dough as thin as possible with 
rolling pin and divide it into two 
sheets. Put a teaspoon of ravioli 
mixture on one sheet having the 
little dabs about 2 inches apart. 
Cover with sheet of dough, moisten 
around edge and press edges to- 
gether. Also press top sheet of 
dough gently around the little 
mounds of ravioli mixture, Cut into 
uniform size wtih pastry jagger. 
Drop ravioli into boiling chicken 
broth or salted water and cook at 
simmering point for 10 minutes, 
Remove from broth with skimmer, 
draining thoroughly. Arrange on 
hot plates or platter and sprinkle 


with grated Parmesan theese. 
Serve with a well-seasoned tomato 
sauce, 


RAVIOLI MIXTURE. 


One-half cup cooked spinach, 
drained and finely chopped; one- 
half cup cooked chicken, finely 
chopped; two tablespoons grated 
Parmesan cheese; salt and pepper; 
few grains of nutmeg. 

Spinach and chicken must be so 
finely chopped that they become a 
puree. Gated cheese is then added, 
along with seasonings and mixed 
thoroughly. 

TOMATO SAUCE. 


Two cups canned.tomatoes; one- 
half small onion; one sprig pars- 
ley; one-half bay leaf; one-half 
clove garlick; 10 peppercorns; one- 
fourth teaspoon salt; one teaspoon 
sugar; three tablespoons butter; 
three tablespoons flour. 

Cook tomatoes, onion, parsley, 
bay leaf, garlic, peppercorns, salt 
and sugar together 20 minutes. 
Rub through a sieve and thicken 
sauce by adding it.to butter and 
flour, which have been blended to- 
gether. Bring to boiling point and 
let boil two minutes. Serve over 
ravioli,

LIVER BALLS. 

Put one pound of raw calves’ 
Hver and one-eighth of a pound of 
plain larding pork through the 
meat chopper and see that it is 
ground up fine. Take off the crust 
from five slices of stale-bread and 
break up into crumbs. Moisten 
the crumbs with enough water or 
milk to-make them only slightly

HAVE watched with growing _ 


concern the inroads made on the 

school time of the children. First 
there are the official interruptions 
that seem to be necessary. Drives 
of one sort or another, public ap- 
pearances of the childrén for civic 
purposes which mean extra drill, 
time out .or preparations. 

Some of this is necessary and al- 
lowable, but even these ought to be 


scanned with watchful eye lest they . 


grow in number and. extent. Too 
many parades spoil the classroom 
routine, and upon that routine the 
children’s progress depends. 

The most inexcusable waste of 
school time is: caused by the par- 
ties in classrooms. Birthday ob- 
servances have long been a part of 
kindergarten routine. 
them in his program and there, 
quite properly, they belong. But 
they should not be carried beyond 
that class. Children should be 
taught to grow up and leave child- 
ish things behind them, something 
they are proud to do. 

But these parties have spread 
beyond the kindergarten, even be- 
yond the elementary grades, Even 
high school seniors have been 
known to stop class work, and 
under the leadership of their 
teacher given a party in class 
time. I am against that idea from 
start to finish, 


‘i 

IN THE FIRST place, children 
need to make a sharp distinction 
between work and play. Work is 
tonic for children and they should 
take it unadulterated by any 
thought of fun. There is more real 
joy, more true happiness for ‘a 
child to be found in a task well 
performed than he ever will get 
out of a classroom party shoved 
into the middle of a school day, 
served in classroom surroundings. 
The idea that school work and 
parties can be mixed is a poor one 
for children to accept. 

I object to birthday parties in 
classrooms for another reason: 
The custom seems to be that the 
birthday child treat the group. 
The well-to-do mothers furnish a 
real spread, the less able ones a 
‘candy treat. It is easy to see 
where that leads. Children are not 
always understanding of social sit- 
uations, and the child whose treat 
is candy balls feels cheap in the 
eyes of those who furnish ice 
cream and fancy cake, That feel- 
ing should not be nurtured in our 
schools, schools that are pledged 
to the education of every child, on 
equal terms for all,

I AM AGAINST them for a third 
important reason: Candy and cake, 
even milk and crackers served dur- 
ing the school session are more 
than likely to take the edge off 
appetites for lunch. We say we 
do not want children to nibble be- 
tween meals. Why give them par- 
ties in school session? 

School hours are short enough, 
as every teacher knows, Time off 
for morning inspection, for caring 
for outer wraps and hats and over- 
shoes and umbrellas and bags of 
books; time out for records, for 
responses to the office, for assem- 
blies, for drives, bank day, health 
inspections, admission and dismis- 
sal times, rapid drills, children’s 
needs, distribution of books and 
supplies for work, attention to a 
thousand details — and precious 
time can be frittered away, nobody 
knowing why or whence. 

School time is doubly precious 
these days. Let’s have the parties 
and such interruptions after school 
hours. Skipping them altogether 


won't hurt anybody.

from then on the two have been 
permanently separated, 

The job of keeping captive goril- 
las together is a difficult one, and 


if the St. Louis Zoo manages to 


raise its four so that they can 
lfve together in harmony it will 
have an exhibit of considerable 
magnitude. Gargantua has never 
yet met M’toto, his much-publicized 
bride, and perhaps never will, .1- 
though M’toto is apparently one 
of the more gentle gorillas. To 
date their marital life has con- 
sisted solely in throwing garbage 
at each other from their respective 
air-conditioned cages. M’toto, too, 
was the darling of a wealthy lady, 
Mrs. E, Kenneth Hoyt, an Ameri- 
can living in Paris. Mrs. Hoyt 
thought enough of her pet that 
when a fashionable pediatrician 
recommended a sunnier climate for 
M’toto, she moved to Cuba. M’toto 
has lived a pampered life, has long 
had a diet including custards and 
creamed soups and, as a result, is 
about as broad as she is long. She 
once had a kitten for a playmate 
and her most perverse tactic was 
to sit at the kitchen door of Mrs. 
Hoyt’s home and keep servants 
from leaving the room, 

Bushman is the best-proportioned 
of the adult gorillas in America, 
having reached the magnificent 
height of six feet. When he was 
younger, his keepers used to wres- 
tle with him on the lawn outside 
his cage and they taught him the 
rudiments of football. Now he 
stays in his cage, which has a 
scale in the form of a_ chair. 
Whenever Bushman sits down, the 
arrow points out his brutish 
weight. 

Cincinnati's Susie, because of her 
gentleness, is the only one of the 
large gorillas for which there are 
aecurate measurements. Conant re- 
ports them as follows: Height, five 
feet; weight, 334; reach, 85 inches; 
neck, 25 inches; chest 52; waist, 
60; biceps, 18%: wrist, 13; calf 15%; 
and foot, 10%. , 

Susie came to America from Ger- 
many on the maiden voyage of the 
Graf Zeppelin, along with Louis 
Zepp, a chimpanzee at the St. Louis 


Zoo, now dead. 

Gorillas have always been rari- 
ties in captivity, and the present 
number is the largest ever to be 
in the United States at one time. 
The first gorilla was brought to 
America in 1897, but died after 
five days. Gorillas are subject to 
human diseases and, until zoos 
learned more about taking care of 
the apes, most of them died of 
pneumonia after brief periods in 
captivity. 

Gorillas are vegetarians, although 
Bamboo and Massa have learned 
to eat meat and get a pound of 
raw hamburger or cooked liver 
daily. The menu of an adult goril- 
la totals about 30 pounds of fruit 
and vegetables a day. They are 
most fond of bananas and usually 
eat them before touching the car- 
rots, apples and potatoes. They 
peel apples and potatoes, using 
their teeth ahd fingernails and do- 
ing a job which leaves little waste. 

The price which the circus paid 
for Gargantua and M’toto was 
never disclosed, but it was well 
up in five figures. Last year a 
promoter approached Mrs. Bench- 
ley at the San Diego Zoo and told 
her he could make an enormous 
amount of money exhibiting her 


two gorillas, but she wouldn’t part — 


with them for any price. The St. 
Louis Zoo paid $3000 apiece for 
its two youngest gorillas, and $4000 
each for the older ones. Vierheller 
insists this was a bargain and that 
the dealer shaved the price down 
because he had been heartbroken 
about the death of two other goril- 
las he had sold the zoo in 1938. 

Dealers usually obtain the goril- 
las from natives who have cap- 
tured the apes when young. Goril- 
lag live only in the coastal regions 
of French Equatorial Africa and 
in the mountainous part of the 
Belgian Congo in the center of 
Africa. There is very little differ- 
ence between the two, but they 
have nevertheless been classified 
into two species. The sicentists 
who named them, and who usually 
manage to hang long unpronounce- 
able scientifiCc names on animals, 
apparently were at a loss for nom- 
enclature when they came to the 
gorillas, The scientific name for 
the mountain gorilla is “gorilla 
gorilla berengei” while the name 
for the coast gorilla ig just “gorilla 
gorilla gorilla” .

'Here Comes Mr. Jordan’ Highly 
Unusual, but Also Very Hilarious 
By Colvin McPherson 


OBERT MONTGOMERY'S excursions from acting—ambulance 

driver here, naval attache there—are scarcely more astonishing 

than his roles on the screeh. For just about the time you think 
he is going to settle down and be that nice, brash young fellow that 
fits his face and smile, he’s off again. 

Do you know what he is in “Here Comes Mr. Jordan,” at the 
Ambassador Theater? <A prizefighter who plays “The Last Rose 
of Summer” on a saxophone, who flies his own plane and by try- 
ing to toot and fly at the same time, cracks up, is killed and heads 
for a permanent residence in the sky, where the inhabitants can 
both fly and play musical instruments, mainly harps, at one and 
the same time. : 

But it’s in the books that Joe Pendleton, the fighter, isn’t due in 
glory until May 11, 1991, so he has to return to earth. And since 
his body has been cremated, he has to look for another fresh corpse 
to inhabit and Joe, proud of his former physique, won't take just 
anything. “I want MY body,” he wails, and rejects more guys than 
the army. 

When he finally does move into the cooling flesh of a murdered 
millionaire, he finds all the millionaire’s problems on his hands, much 
delaying his return to the ring. And, aha, there is romance, too. 
So Joe Pendleton has plenty to do. 

The story goes on from there, getting more and more complicated 
and more and more hilarious. Director Alexander Hall, screen play 
writers Sidney Buchman and Seton I, Miller and original author 
Harry Segall, have all made substantial contributions and “Here 
Comes Mr. Jordan” is not only one of the most unusual yarns of the 
year, but one of the most chtertaining. Thursday night's preview 
audience laughed uproariously and applauded at the finish of 
the picture. 

Montgomery’s particular ability to set his acting at the right 
speed and intelligence to suit the character he is playing and keep 
it there, was never better exemplified than this time. His Joe Pendle- 
ton does nothing that isn’t typical of Joe and despite his lack of 
complexity, shall we say, is a really swell fellow. 

Mr. Jordan, incidentally, is the chief dispatcher of the Heavenly 
Express and Joe’s companion on his wanderings.

This probably is 
the first time in history that hula-hula and oomph have come to a 
straight-out, showdown competition and oomph wins not only the 
first toss but every toss thereafter. It has not been stated before, 
either by the research professors or the Warner Bros, publicity de- 
partment, that energy is one of the main characteristics of oomph but 
the evidence is plain to see. Miss Sheridan’s movement amidships in 
a Hawaiian dance has the swiftness of a rooster-fight and the poetry.

There is a second picture at the Fox, and for that matter there

They all blow a familiar musical phrase, which movie- 
goers may or may not be able to place. The plot’s not so hard to 
identify. It was used in a little thing called “The 39 Steps,” dashed 
off before Fifth Columns were ever heard of and long before all 
foreign agents came from, lest a Senator hear us, you-know-where.

MONTREAL. | 
F EVER-GROWING importance in Great Britain's resistance 
to the armed might of Germany is the fact that airplanes can 


be piloted in comparative safety across the Atlantic Ocean 


from west to east. Bombing planes made in North America are 
getting from Canada to Britain in nine or 10 hours. The return trip 
now in the giant Consolidated B-24, a huge bomber blessed in Britain

About three-fourths of these Lockheed-Hudson medium bombers, 
Consolidated B-24 heavy bombers and an occasional Boeing Flying 
Fortress, are piloted to Britain by citizens of the United States. 

The trans-Atlantic ferry service had an inconspicuous beginning 
last summer as a strictly civilian operation. It was begun under 
the British Ministry of Aircraft Production in co-operation with the 
Canadian Pacific. Railroad because ships loaded with bombers and 
fighting craft for Britain were being sunk in mid-Atlantic. Perhaps 


@ few could be flown across. Construction of a small commercial 


base had begun in a remote Newfoundland area. A‘ few planes 
were sent over, and the crossing proved relatively simple. But the 
east-to-west passage still remained difficult if not impossible, and 
the pilots were forced to return to the Western Hemisphere by ship, 
@ lengthy and by then hazardous voyage. | 

The big Consolidated B-24 solved the problem of the return trip. 
Pilots conveyed the lighter Lockheed-Hudsons to Britain, and returned 
gs passengers in the massive, four-motored planes, In a very short 
time, the ferry system was accepted as practical and Atfero came 
into existence—a Canadian controlled organization, manned chiefly 
by American airmen who joined up either from patriotic motives or 
to earn the “big money” offered for the trans-Atlantic trip, A pilot is 
gasured of $1000 a month with all expenses paid while on duty. 

If he makes more than 12 trips in six months, he will receive a 
bonus of $500 for each additional trip over the minimum of 12.

Atlantic is a stiff assignment. The average American pilot doesn’t 
mind the trip across too much; it's the trip back as a passenger that 
bothers him.

The Ferry Service Command, now a quasi-military organization 
under direct control of the Royal Air Force, has multiple extra- 
curricular duties.

The field at Newfoundland is proBably the largest airport i 
the world, but its location is a carefully guarded secret. Th 
reason that the effort at secrecy has met with surprising succes 
is that the huge field is constructed in the heart of a wilderness 
and re is nothing near it but wasteland. Some idea of its six 
may ‘be gathered from the fact that its runways total more than 
nine miles in length. The main runway is about two miles long 
and is more than 300 yards wide. 

Planes arriving there are ag¢in minutely inspected and quickly 
refueled for the flight of about 2000 miles across the Atlantic to 
another secret landing place in the British Isles. The field is 
operated precisely like a busy commercial airport, except for a 
few military aspects. Officers in the control tower direct incoming 
pilots by two-way radio. These landings are always carefully 
noted as frequently they give observers first insight of the pilots 
aptitude in handling the bulky craft, and also may show up az 
dangerous peculiarities of the ship: The life of the entire crew 
may depend during the trip across on the fact that the capita» 
pilot has familiarized himself with the way the ship handles. 

After the take-off for Britain, the radio officer has an importance 
rivaling that of the pilot. While many of the pilots and navigators 
are American, the fadio operator, alone possessed of the secre 
military code, must be a British subject. The radio operator must 
keep alert for changes in weather forecasts, messages of caution 
about nearby enemy planes, and on nearing the destination, receive 
and properly interpret the directions for the landing, sometimes at 
a remote and hastily constructed field not ideally situated for the 
reception of the gigantic planes. 


. Taking out to sea, the big bombers carry an enormous gasoline | 


load, and if the captain-pilot encounters conditions that cause him 
to return to the Newfoundland airport, he wil] have to “dump” as 
much as 300 gallons of gasoline before attempting a landing, even 
after five hours in the air. To fly on or turn back is always at the 
captain-pilot’s discretion, but experience has established that after 
the half-way mark it is better to proceed to Britain regardless of 
conditions. The R. A. F. F. C. is proud of the fact that no ship 
has ever been lost in the ocean in the eastward flight. 

At the Newfoundland field, barracks are being expanded to 
meet the increasing demands of the service. Present quarters are 
sufficient to supply flyers and co-workers with a small, bare room. 
@ recreation hall where the principal equipment consists of radio 
receiver and ping-pong table and a large mess hall. There is little 
time for play and an overtone of seriousness hangs over the field, 
but there is aleo a note of casualness among the flyers that is 
remarkable under the circumstances.

AUVOO, ILLINOIS, a picturesque town of 1100 people on 
the Mississippi River above Keokuk . 150 miles 
northwest of St. Louis, was host to 27,000 visitors at its 

Nauvoo 
has two industries—wine-grape and cheese—and a lot of 
history. It was the settlement established by Joseph Smith and 
his Mormon followers in 1839 and in the next decade Secame 
the largest city in Illinois (20,000 people; Chicago. had only 
5000.) But in 1846 when the Mormons were expelled from 
Illinois and began their historic trek westward, Nauvoo became 
a ghost town. But three years later, Etienne Cabet and several 
hundred French followers established a communistic colony 
in the old Mormon buildings. It broke up in dissension after 
seven years, but the French had established a wine industry 
that still survives.
